The first portion of the volume | is lost, and the first eighteen pages of what remains are in a very 
decayed condition. By the aid of an ancient transcript of the volume, made apparently very early in 
the eighteenth century, and by a duplicate leaf in the handwriting of the Secretary who wrote the 
Volume, the decayed portions have been nearly restored. The volume is mainly in the chirography 
of Secretary Nowell, although occasionally passages, and sometimes pages, are in that of Mr. Edward 
Rawson, who succeeded Mr. Nowell as Secretary in 1650.]

severall peells of land win the said 3000 acres, lying as before is mentioned, 
& also finding no medow of any worth there, wee thinke the Co't may do 
well to add the said thirty acres of medowe thereunto. The Co't granted 
M* Winthrope her 3000 acres, as is above certified, & further granted her 


the 30 acres of medowe,/ 


In the case between Rich'd Sherman & Capt Keayne, this was ppounded 
to vote: Whether the defend bee found to *have bene possest of the plain- 
tiffs sowe,.& converted her to his owne use, or not: it was voted by 2 
mas € 15 deputies for the plantiffe, & by 7 mat & 8 deputies for the 
defend’, & 7 deputies were newters./ 

Daniell Fairefeild, being a married pson, upon his owne confession, & 
other sufficient proofe, is found by the indgmt of this Cot to have had carnall 
knowledg of, & so, in a most vile & abominable manner, to have abused the 
tender. body of Dorcas, the daughter of John Humfrey, EséP, one of y* then 
ma**S of this comon wealth, & that from time to time, from about her age 
of 7 yeares to about her age of 9 yeares, & y* hee did also, in a most 


uncleane & wicked manner, abuse himselfe upon y* body of Sara Humfry, a 
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yonger sister of the said Dorcas, & that this wickednes was comitted very 
often, & most usually by him on the Lords dayes & lecture dayes./ 

The Co't therefore agreed that this aforenamed Dan: Fairefeild shalbee 
severely whiped at Boston the next lecture day, & have one of his nostrills 
slit so high as may well bee, & then to bee seared, & kept in prison, till hee bee 
fit to bee sent to Salem, & then to bee whiped againe, & have the other nostrill 
slit & seared; then further hee is confined to Boston neck, so as if hee bee 
found at any time dureing his life to go out of Boston neck, that is, beyond the 
railes toward Roxberry, or beyond the low water marke, hee shalbee put to death 
upon due conviction thereof: and hee is also to weare an hempen roape about 
his neck, the end of it hanging out two foote at least, & so often as he shalbe 
found abroad w™out it, hee shalbee whiped ; & if hee shall at any time hearafter 
attempt to abuse any pson as formerly, hee shall bee put to death, upon due 
conviction; & hee is to pay to M* Humfrey forty pounds./ 

Jenken Davies, for his abuseing the forenamed Dorcas, was ordered to bee 
severely whiped at Boston on a lecture day, & shalbee returned to prison till 
hee may bee sent to Linne, & there to bee severely whiped also, & from 
thencefourth shalbee confined to the said towne of Linne, so as if hee shall at 
any time go fourth of the bounds of the said towne, (wout licence of this 
Co't,) & shalbee duely conyict therof, hee shalbee put to death ; & also hee shall 


weare an hempen roape apparently about his neck dureing the pleasure of this 


Cott, so as if hee bee found to have gone abroad at any time w‘out it, hee 


shalbee againe whiped; & furth", if hee shalbee duely convicted to have 
attempted any such wickednes (for w** hee is now sentenced) upon any child 
after this Psent day, hee shalbee put to death ; & hee is to pay forty pounds 
to Mt Humfrey for abuseing his daughter,/ 

John Hudson, for abuseing the said Dorcas, was ordered to bee severely 
whiped at Boston the next lecture day, and shalbee returned to prison till 
hee may bee sent to Salem, & there to bee severely whiped againe ; & hee shall 
pay unto Mt *Humfrey for abuseing his daughter twenty pounds win these 
two yeares./ 

Dorcas Humfrey was ordered to bee privately severely corrected by this 
Co't, M* Bellingham & Increase Nowell to see it done./ 

Mr Willi: Tynge, Goo: Thom: Line, Goo: Heathe, Leift Duncan, Goo:

This Court takeing into serious consideration the sey"all deceites & abuses 
w in other places have bene & are comonly practized bythe tann's, 
curriers, & workers of ‘leather, as also the abuses & inconveniences w 
accrue to the severall members of this comion wealth by leather not sufficiently 
tanned, w* is occasioned by the negligence & unskillfulnes of those severall 
tradesmen, w before & after it is in the hands of the tanner may bee much

If any man shall forciblely & wout consent ravish any mayde or woman 
that is lawfully married or contracted, hee shalbee put to deathe,/ 

Tf any man shall ravish any mayde or single woman, comitting carnall 
copulation wt her by force, against her will, that is above the age of ten 
yeares, hee shall bee either punished w*" death or with some other greivous 
punishm*, according to circumstances, at the discretion of the iudges; & 
this law to continue till the Cot take further order./ 


If any man shall comit fornication w' any single woman, they shall bee 
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punished, either by enioyning to marriage, or fine, or corporall punishm*, or 
all or any of these, as the iudges shall appoint, most agreeablie to the word; 
and this order to continue till further order bee taken in it,/ 

If any man. shall breake up or robb any dwelling house on the Lords 
day, when the inhabitants are gone to the worship of God, or comit burglary 
upon any other day, or by night, or shall rob any pson on the way or open 
feilds, or shall steale any other goods left abroad, or in the house, shall bee 
severely punished, according to the nature of the offence, & the severall aggra- 
vations thereof, as y® iudges shall appoint ; this lawe to stand in force till the 
Gentall Co't doth alter it./

3. That hee hath drawen the Indians of Long Iland, Block Iland, & 
other fits thereabouts, being under the ptection of the English, to pay him 
tribute./ 

4. That hee doth keepe divers Pecoits w are run away from us, or at 
least doth countenance & alow the Niantick sachim so to doe./ 

5. That these are all breaches of the league & covenant hee hath made 
w*' us, & contrary to his pmise./ 

6. To acquint him, that one Mischeweese, an Indian about Prvidence, 
did lately attempt by force to ravish the wife of one Nicho: Woode, of Dor- 
chester, & to desire that hee may bee sent to us to bee punished, not w™ 
death, but some other punishm*,/ 

So for Willi:, lately the Governo™ his servant, run away, to bee sent us./ 

7. To take his severall answers to all these./ 

8. Upon his answers then to signify to Meantonomah, that it is desired 
hee would come speake w® o* Goyno" ; if hee refuse, & excuse himselfe hee 
| cannot come, then to send two of his cheife councello's to give us further sat- 
isfaction hearin, & that win 7 dayes./ 

9. To undertake for their safe comeing & returning,/ 
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10. If they give yo" occasion, (& not else,) yo" are to informe them of 
of true intent in disarming the Indians neare us, & that wee meane to render 
them their armes againe when wee are satisfied of their innocensy, & that 
what was done to Passaconnaway his sonne, €¢, was through his owne pyoca- 
tion, & not by any order from us, (for wee intended onely to speake w him,) 
& that wee have given order to have his squa & papoose to bee sent whom to 
him againe./ 

11. If hee will not pmise to come or send to us, then to tell them, that 
if they have so little regard to keepe their pmise to us, wee haye iust cause to 
account o'selues free fro™ o covenant w*" them, as those that are false to us, & 
regard not our freindship nor their owne pmise./ 

12. Yo" are to let them know, that wee account the English at Plimoth, 
Conectecot, Newhaven, & other pts of the country that are in ffreindship w™ 
us, as all one w* o'selues./ :

what to do in times of assault, have thought meete to require each inhabitant

receit thereof, & securely keepe the same, not delivering any pte thereof out 
of the said store w“out Psent necessity requiring, & then on such good satis-

4’ly. That the regiments or sheires bee divided into sey'all companies, and 
where any towne hath not a convenient number of men, that they bee adioyned 
to some other towne to make a full company, & that in ev'y such company 
there bee a captaine, & other officts, & that the captaine have power to call his 
company together, & to make any iust & necessary defence, & to dismiss 


them, as hee seeth occasion, when there is no other comaund to the contrary.

5’ly. It is very convenient that once in every yeare the supior offict 
should call the regiment togeth", that ev'y man may know his place, & that all 
the horse listed in that sheire shall appear at that meeting, & that the chiefe 
offict cause them there to bee exercised. 

6’ly. That a beacon fired, & 4 muskets discharged, & a drum beaten 
shalbee an alarum, at w" every man shall repaire to his colo's, or appointed 
meeting place, to attend further order. 

7. Secondly, the regiment being thus settled, wee conceive it further 
necessary that the Goy"no", councell, leiften*s of sheires, & sergent *maior do 
meete once every yeare to consult of the best meanes of o* safety, & to take 
notice of all millitary affaires ; to see that all offic’s do faithfully discharge the 
trust comitted to them, & to punish all disord's, & neglects in all officts ; to 
take care that all places bee pvided w able officts, & where such are wanting, 
to appoint one of other places, giving them recompence for their paines ; to 
dispose of the magazeine in the most convenient place, & to consider of meanes 
to furnish them; to consider of fortifications, & the means to effect it, & to 
suffer no publig fort to bee erected wout their appbation. 

8. Also, in every sheire or regiment the leift, sergt maior, & the cheife 
officer of every company shall meete once or twice ev'y yeare to consult of such 
matters as tend to the safety of that sheire, & of meanes of pvide® amunition 
& armes, & to appoint what sort of armes every man should beare, & what 
forses shalbee inroaled, & to take care of the ordinance, publique armes, & 
magazine of the sheire or town, to pvide one caiioneer at the least, to consider of 
the forts in the sheirs, & to take care of them, & not to suffer any fort (though 
it bee ot of publiqg concernm*) to bee erected, wout their appbation, to 
take notice of all disorders & neglects of souldiers or inferior offic’® in 
watchings, trainings, ¢¢, & to reforme & punish them, reserving power to 
the captaines of ev'y company to execute all such orders of Cot as are or 
shalbee betrusted to their care, & giving them power to warn any offender, or 
Psent any offence of a millitary nature to the councell or meeting. 9. And 
wee conceive it needfull that the order of Co't, w*" binds ev'y man to furnish a 
musquet, should not bee in force against such as are pvided to serve w™ pike & 
- costlet, that so those places that are unfurnished of pikes may bee incuraged 
to pvide them. 10. It would bee convenient, that all millitary dispatches & 
order might bee issued after the usuall manner from the supior to the inferioé 
_ officer.

Willi: Wemborne, Rob't Smyth, & Thom: Wardall are to end small 
businesses at Excetter. 

Willi: Wenborne is chosen clarke of the writts at Excetter. 

It is ordered, that till the next Genvall Co't, & till the Co't take further- 
order, Excetter ,c™s, shalbee tryed at Ipswich. 

The letter to the Dutch was voted to bee recorded. 

It is ordered, that Enon shalbee called Wennam. 

Wennam is granted to bee a towne, & hath hberty to send a deputy./ 

Mr Pinchen is ordered to pay for his beaver trade from the time of the 
runing of the line. 

Mr Treasurer, M™ Hathorne, & M* Glover are appointed a comitté to take 
the names of all the traders, & what they have paid, & to certify the Court. 

M: Fenwick’ desired, that if hee did not pve, & make it appear to the 


commission's at the next meeting, that his line, by an ancienter patent then 


~ ots, & an authentick one, doth take in Wooronock, then o° line to stand, & 


that trading house to bee subiect to o* ord's.

Whereas wee are directed, not onely by the practise of all civill nations, 
but also by the rule of Christian & comon pollicy, to pvide for our owne 
safety upon all occasions, — 

. This Co"t, (in respect of these & other weighty acs haveing duely 
considered the conditions of this country, & accordingly (in that behalfe) 
~ enacted & ordained that a sergent maior generall shalbee chosen to comaund 
the whole army, as also a sergent maior in ev"y sheire or regiment, & to the 
end that every place aforesaid may bee supplied & pvided of such psons as 
are & may bee best qualified, do therefore order, 1. That the sergent maior 


generall shalbe chosen at the next Co't of Elections, this choyce to bee made 


by the body of the freemen in such sort as they are (or shall bee by this Cort), 


appointed to choose the Governo’.

Psent, to appear when shee shall bee called for. 

Dedham hath 3 weeks further time granted them to settle their bounds ; 
and then Roxberry men x x x x 

And Eleazer Lusher, Josua Fisher, & M* Hugh Prichard are appointed, 
insteed of Capt Jeanison & Mr Oliver, to lay out the land of Roxberry men ; 
& Capt Keayne should have his 400 aé there layd out by the same men, if 
it bee there to bee had near Dedham & Watertowne. 
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It is ordered, Mt Edward Tomlins should have 22+ to repair Mistick 
bridg, to make it strong & sufficient, for wt some of 22* hee hath under- 
taken it.

The Charge of the Prisoners, Samu: Gorton & his Comp*. 


Upon much examination & serious consideration of yo" writings, w‘t yor 
answers about them, wee do charge yo" to bee a blasphemos enemy of the true 
religion of ot Lord Jesus Christ & his holy ordinances, & also of all civill 
authority among the people of God, & perticulerly in this iurisdiction. 


Josua Hubberd & Bozoon Allen being both absent, they were fined 20sh*. 

The clause in the order N. 438 for the penulty of 100? for any departing 
w*out leave is declared onely to bee ment of the first session. 

It was voted, that 5? 15sh* should bee alowed M* Ruck for the charge of 
the comitté w met at Salem. 

M? Stories petition is answered thus: Wee conceive that hee can blam 
none but himselfe that his causes were not tryed the last Quarter Co't; & 
therefore hee must stay till the Cot come againe, unlesse in the mean time 
' Capt Keayne & hee come to an agreem’ betwixt themselues, w? wee much 
desire. 

Good Shermans petition is answered thus: Wee conceive that if Capt 
Keayne bee willing, & accordingly shall pforme what was undertaken for him 
in the first session of this Co't, that then Sherman shall give him a discharge 
for all differences & controversies concerning the sowe; wif hee refuse to 
do, hee shall bee debarred any further hearing forever; but if Capt Keayne 
refuse, GoodM Sherman may take the benefit of the lawe. 

Wee thinke some quantity of land may bee granted the Wheelers of

John Stow’s fine of 40° upon Mr Philips his petition is remitted. 

John Procto® is exempt from training, paying to the company 20° for the 
time past, & 5sh° p @ for the time to come. 

It is ordered that Samu: Gorton shalbee confined to Charlstowne, there to 
bee set on-worke, & to weare such boults or irons as may hind" his escape, & 
to continue dureing the pleasure of the Cot; pvided that if hee shall breake 
his said confinem, or shall in the meane time, either by speach or writing, 
publish, declare, or maintaine any of the blasphemos or abominable heresies 
wherew® hee hath bene charged by the Gentall Co't, conteined in either of the 
two books sent unto us by him or Randle Holden, or shall repach or repve 
the churches of o? Lord Jesus Christ in these United Colonies, or the civill 
goyernm*, or the publig ordinances of God therein, (unless it bee by answere 
to some question ppounded to him, or conference w" any elder, or w™ any 
other licensed to speake w' him privately, under the hand of one of the 
Assistants,) that imediately upon accusation of any such writing or speach, hee 
shall by such Assistant, to whom such accusation shalbee brought, bee comitted 
to prison, till-the next Co't of Assistants, then & there to bee tryed by a iury, 
whether hee hath so spoken or written, & upon his convixion thereof shalbee 
condemned to death & executed.

It was declared, that the former comission to the gentlemen appointed to 
keepe Co't at Pascatag, is of force still; & those gentlemen were desired, & M* 
Bellingham w* them, that they, or some two of them, would repair thither, 
wh all convenient speede, to keepe Cort there ; & it is desired that M* Belling- 
ham & Mr Saltonstall would pforme it this time. 

Forasmuch as, after long experience, wee find divers inconveniences in the 
mann’ of o” pceeding in Co'ts by mas & deputies siting together, & account-

*Jt is therefore ordered, first, that the magistrates may sit & act busines 
by themselues, by drawing up bills & orders w* they shall see good in their 
wisdome, w*" haveing agreed upon, they may fPsent them to the deputies to 
bee considered of, how good & wholesome such orders are for the country, & 
accordingly to give their assent or dissent, the deputies in like mann* siting a 
pt by themselues, & consulting about such orders & lawes as they in their dis- 
cretion & expience shall find meete for comon good, w"® agreed upon by them, 
they may fsent to the magistrats, who, according to their wisdome, haveing 


seriously considered of them, may consent unto them or disalow them; & when 
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any orders have passed the appbation of both ma‘ & deputies, then such 
orders to bee ingrossed, & in the last day of the Court to bee read deliberately, 
& full assent to bee given ; pvided, also, that all matt's of iudicature w this 
Cort shall take cognisance of shalbee issued in like manner.

hereafter shalbe made upon the said iland, togethT w* all the ordinance & 
other amunition w" shall fro™ time to time be delivted unto yo", so as yo" 
may be able to render a iust account therof whensoey* this Cot shall require 
the same. 

2. When the said Castle, €¢, shalbe finished, & once a garrison of twenty 
men or more committed to yo", yo" are hereby required to take care that there 
be never fewer then twenty men remaining upon the said iland for the defence 
of the said Castle, from the first of the first month *till the end of the 8th 1, 
& never lesse then ten for the other part of the year; also, yo" are from time 
to time, night & day, to keepe a due watch proportionable to the number of 
yo" present garrison. 

3. Yo" are, in time of apparent danger or iust suspition, to cause to come 
to an anchor any ship or ships, that, coming w'"in shot of the said Castle, shall 
neglect or refuse to send ashore her boate, wt" her coquet, or charter party, & 
to satisfy that shee is a freind, w yo" are to do after this mann": first, by 
making one shot thwart her fore foote; 2, if yet shee neglect, by shooting 
right ower her; & lastly, by indeavoing to shoote through her, continuing 
so to do till yo" have brought her under comaund ; w* being done, yo" shall 
requir & take of her ten shillings for the first shot, twenty shillings for the 24, 
& five pound for the 34; & if shee have made any shot at the Castle, or forced 
yo" to make more at her, then yo" are to keepe her under comaund, & cause 
her to bring her sayles a shore till yo" have further direction what to do from 
such as shall have power to determine such cases. 

And for pinnaces or boates, yo" shall suffer none to passe the said Castle 
in the night w"out giving due satisfaction that they are freinds, & in the day 
time, if the number of them, or men in them, give ground of suspition, yo" 
may hale them, & bring them under comaund. 


4, Yo" shall not suffer any ship, or other vessell of twenty tuns or 
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1643-4. upwards, y* great* number of y* owners not being inhabitants w'*in this iurisdic- 


* tion, as also all such vessels as are 0° confederates, to passe by the said Castle

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outward bound, except hee have payd unto y* officer appointed to take 6% a 
tun for anchorage, & shewe yo" a discharge for her clearing und* the hand of 
the Governo', or Deputy Gov'n', (for the time being,) but use y® best meanes 
yo" can to stop her, or sink her if shee refuse so to do. 

5. Upon the sight of a ship, yo" shall fourthw hang out a flag, & upon 
sight, or certeine intelligence, of two or more unknowne ships, or many pin- 
naces, being upon the coast, yo" are forthw* to give warning therof by shoot- 
ing of a peece of ordinance, & giveing a furth" signall by hanging out so many 
flags in the day time, or making so many fires in the night, as there are ships, 
accounting three pinnaces to one ship; & if there be more then four ships, or 
pinnaces pportionable, yo" shall hang out a great flag in the day & fire the 
beacon in the night. . 

6. In case yo" bee assaulted by an enemy, yo" shall use yo" best skill, & 
do yor utmost endevo", by the help yo" have & such succo's as shall be fur- 
ther sent unto yo", to defend the said Castle, & destroy yo" enemies, & shall 
not render up the said Castle to any enemy till by force yo" be absolutely com- 
pelled thereunto, & then to do it upon the honotablest tearmes for’ this comon 
wealth wt may possibly bee attained. 

7. Yo" have hereby power granted to:imprison or put in boults any of 
yot said garrison that shall neglect or refuse to obey yo" lawfull comaunds, or 
to inflict some lesser punishm* suitable to his or their offence, pvided that yo" 
shall not imprison any offender above 24 houres w*out releasing him, or 
bringing him to a further tryall, unlesse the season of the weather or some 
oth’ impedimt doth necessarily fvent, in w case the next oportunity is to be 
taken. 

8. For salutations of ships, €@, yo" shall observe this order: For 3 peeces 
fro™ a-ship to 7, yo" shall answer w one, & for 7 or more w™ 3, & not aboye ; 
& for oth? salutations & expence of powder, yo" shall be as sparing as may well 
stand w*" the honot of yor selfe & country. 

9. Untill the aforesaid Castle & works be finished, or made defencible, 
yo" shall onely be bound to follow this comission & instructions so farr as con- 
yeniently yo" may, & as may most tend to the comon safety. 

10. Yo shall peaceably deliv? up the said Castle ordinances & other amu- 
nition, together w* this comission, to such as by authority of this Court *shall 
require the same, & to no other pson except forced, as is afore limitted. 

All penulties to be received by vertue of this comission yo" shall reserve 
to be implied to the use of the said fortifications & garrison by the advice of 
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such as shall have the oversight thereof: notw*standing the form' article of 
keeping so many men alwayes upon the said iland, yet when yo" see y® coast 
to bee clear of any danger, yo" may haye liberty to man out yo" boate for the 
necessary occasion of the iland, so as they stay away no longer then the 
necessary occasions shall require, except hindered by tempest. 

Yo" are not to deliver up any of the men of yo" garrison, but onely upon 
warrant from the Co't, or the Co't of Assistants, or the Governo', or, in his 
absence, the Deputy & two Assistants, so that the townes, before such be sent 
for, send oth’s in their roome. 

This coniission to bee of force till the end of the next Gentall Cott, & no 
longer, except confirmed by this Co't. 

John Saund's his fine is abated to forty shillings, wherof 8sh* to the wit- 
nesses, so as hee send it in by the next Gentall Co't. 

The comission above, w™ the alterations, was confirmed the 5 sf, 1645, 
to Capt Rich: Davenport. 

Lastly, for further direction & explanation of his coniission, hee is refered 
to y® answ’s to his 17 questions ppounded to y* Co't.

At a Gentall Cot, houlden at Boston, for y® iurisdiction of the Massachu- 
sets, the 29% of the 3 m, 1644, M* Symon Bradstreete & Mt William Hath- 
orne were chosen commission's for this colony, for a full & compleate year, as 
any occasions or exigents may require, & fticulerly for the next meeting at 
Hartford the first 5% day of the 7 ah, & were invested w* full power & 
authority to treat of & conclude of all things, according to the true teno™ & 
meaning of the articles of confed'ation of the United Colonies of New Eng- 
land, concluded at Boston the 19** of the 3 i, 1643; & in case either of 
them bee hindered in this busines, either by sicknes or any other (the like) 
pvidence, that then M® Saltonstall may supply M* Bradstreets place, &*M* 


Tynge, ‘l'reasurer, may supply M* Hathornes place. 


It is ordered, that for the better building of shiping wt*in this iurisdic- 
tion, & for the avoyding of many inconveniences w% now both owners & 
build’s are subiect unto, there be a company of that trade, according to the 
mannt of other *places, w" power to regulate building of ships, & to make 
such orders & lawes amongst themselues as may conduce to the publike good, 
if any shall appear the next Cot, & Psent lawes for considtation.

Upon Mr Fogs petition, it was granted, that what shalbe wanting in the 
fees (for his supply) may be made up by the fines raised in Salem Co't, as in 
their discretion they shall see meete. 

Upon the petition of M* John Winthrope, I[unior, exhibited to this Co't, 
for leaye to make a plantation at or near Pequott, it is ordered, that the 
said petition is granted, & that the petition” shall have liberty to make a plan- 
tation in the said Pequott country, w such others as shall fpsent themselues 
to ioyne in the said*plantation, & they shall enioy such liberties as are neces- 
sary, & other farr remote plantations do enioy, & also to lay out a convenient 
place for iron works, pvided, that a convenient number of fit psons to carry 
on the said plantation do appear to psecute the same w'"in three yeares. 
Dated the 28% of the 4'" mf, 1644. 

By order of the last Gen"all Co't, wee, und'written, were appointed to 
heare & examine the case concerning a certeine quantity of land in question, 
between the towne of Dover, one the ofi side, & the inhabitants of Strawberry 
Banke. 

In w* case, haveing spent much time, & given a free & full hearing to 
the parties aforesaid, wee find as followeth : — 

First, that the inhabitants of Strawberry Banke do Ate they cannot 
make a towne w'*out the land in question ; also, on the other side, it is 
affirmed by the church & towne of Dover that they cannot continue & subsist, 
as a churche or towne, w*“out the land in question ; so that this argum', taken 
from the necessity of haveing & enioying the land *in question, lieth equall & 
‘in coffion to them both: under this head many things were pleaded w*" wee 
cannot ground on, unlesse we had yveiwed the bounds belonging both to 
Straweberry Banke & Dover. Secondly, we find it is the earnest desire of 
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the inhabitants setled upon the land in question, that they may belong to 
Dover ; in w'" desire of the inhabitants aforesaid there are two things con- 
siderable; Ist, that their accesse to the ordinances at Dover is much more easy 
& convenient then at the other place. 2, that many of the inhabitants afore- 
said are now members of the church at. Dover. ‘Thirdly, we find that the 
land in question hath bene a long time planted & possessed by Dover, w"out 
any interruption or opposition made against them, excepting onely what was 
done by Capt Neale, whose pceedings therein were illegall & iniurious, as is 
aflirmed by Capt Wiggens. 

Fourthly, the inhabitants of Dover do pleade that the land in question 
ought not to be taken fro™ them by the Generall Co't, being theirs by pur- 
chase of the Indians & possession as aforesaid, & because, in the articles of 
their submission to this governm', (they say,) their right in this & other 
cases is expPsly reserved.

The Co't, taking into consideration the fsent condition of Pumhome & 
Sacanonocho, & their freinds that are ioyned to them, & their men that belong 
unto them, of what dangerous consequence it might be unto us if we should 
altogether neglect: them, & leave them to the cruelty & bluddymindednes of 
the Naragansets, these two sachims haveing sent unto us for ayde, if we faile 
them we breake o coyenant w' them, wherby the name of God will suffer, & 
religion wilbe evill spoken of, & the whole nation wilbe odious in their sight ; 
besides, it will pbably cause not onely them, but all the rest of the Indians 
that have put themselves under o° iurisdiction, & consequently ptection, to fly 
of fro™ us, & to fall to of enemies, & set themselues against us. The Cott 
therefore doth desire, that there may be fourthw® ten English men, well 
armed, sent unto them, according to the sachims request, & that they may 
there build the Indians a strong house of pallizado, & be a guard unto them 
for sucha season as shalbe agreed of, the Indians finding them victualls, w*? 
they have pmised to do, 

It was agreed, that the order that gives power to two of the cheife officts 
of every traine band to punish the delinquents of such companies, & that that 
part of the order thereunto annext, (concerning the watching of fishermen, 
€@,) may stand in force till the Cot take further order. 


It was ordered, that the swrveyer of the armes shall deliver to the depu- 
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ties of Newberry two snaphance muskets, insteed of those wee. had of them, 16 4 4. 
& not of lesse valewe. ee 

It was ordered, that Leiftenant Duncan & M* Mayhew should be a — 
comitté to take the Treasurers accounts, & *that M* Treasurer be ioyned w® — [*56.] 
them to take all other accounts fro™ such as are accountable to the country, & 
to make returne thereof to this Co"t at the next sessions, appointed to be the 
next 8 ih. 

It is ordered, that the Co’t at Salem shalbe adiourned to the 9 of the 
5 yh next.

Generall Cot, that so they may be made expert & fit for such services as by 
the pvidence of God they shalbe called unto; & for the furthering thereof yo" 
may, w" the assent of the councell of the como" wealth, or the maior part of 
them, yssue fourth yo" warrants for a gentall training, of any one, or two at

action fro™ authority, in cases where there is no fticuler expresse law pvided, 
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there to be guided by y® word of God till y® Gentall Co't give fticuler rules 
in such cases. 2. 5. mh, 1644. 

The’ mates are, by patent & election of y* people, y® standing councell 
of y® coiion wealth, in y® vacancy of y® Gentall Co't, & accordingly may act, 
in all cases pteining to governm', according to y* patent, & laws made by y° 
said Gen'all Co't of this iurisdiction. This answer is grounded upon sundry 
passages in y® said patent, as pa: 10, w" it is said y* y° Govern’, Deputy 
Goy'n', & Assistants shall apply y™selues to take care for y° best dispos? & 
ordering of y® genall businesses & affaires of, for, & concerning y® lands & 
Pmises, & y° plantation thereof, & y® governm' of y® people there. Also, 
pa: 11, it is said yt ye Governo", Deputy Gov'no", & Assistants, or any such 
number of y™ as y" is exfssed, shalbe a full & sufficient Co't for y* handleing, 
ord'ing, & despatching of all such businesses & occurrences as shall fro™ time 
to time happen touching or concerning y* said Company or plantation. And 
it is said, pa: 12, y* it is in y° power of y® Gentall Co"t to make laws & ordi- 
nances for y® good & welfare of y° Company; &, pa: 18, they may make & 
establish wholsome lawes, statutes, & ordinances for y® settleing of y*-formes 
& ceremonies of gov'nm’ & ma‘’*, & for manadging & stiling of all sorts of 
officers, supio" & inferio", & for y° distinguishing & setting fourth of y* sev'all 
duties, powers, & limits in ev"y such office & place.

sev'all companies as remaine delinquents, & have not given satisfaction before 
to y® capt, or cheife offic’ of their companies, for all defects, eith" in y™ armes, 


ammunition, appearances, watches, offences, or y® like, & y' y® said maior, w™ y® 


‘consent of those officers then met togeth", shall inflict such fines or peenalties, 


according to lawe upon delinquents, as shalbe iudged equall, & to give order 
to y° clarkes of y® sev'all bands to take distres for y* same win one month 
after such order, if before they give not satisfaction. 

And because wee observe many defects in makeing appearance in fit 
armes for service, & otherwise, we ord*™ y* y® Co't shall cause to be inserted 
into ev'y clarkes oath, — 

1. First, yt upon ev'y training day twice, once in y® forenoone, as also in y® 
afternoone, if y® capt require it, at such time as y® capt or cheife offic’ y* is y™ in 
y° feild shall appoint y° call, or cause to be called over y® list of y® names of 
all y* souldiers, & y' he shall give his attendance in y° feild all ye day, (except 
he have speciall leave from his capt, or cheife offic’,) for ye takeing notice of 
any defect in y® absence of souldiers, offences, (@, yt doth often fall out in y° 
times of ex’cise, as well as in y° calling ov* y® rowle. 


2. That twice ev'y yeare, at least, he shall veiwe all y* armes & ammunition 


of y® band, to see if they be all accord’ to law, w we conceive will best be 


~ 
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accomplished after y’ mann": yt y° clark *shall signify seasonably to y° capt, 
or cheife offic™ of y* band, and they to give notice to y® souldiers y* upon such 
a training day,-appointed, they be required to bring in y® forenoone all yit 
armes & aniunition into y° feild yt is required by law, w" they shalbe appved 
or disallowed by y* iudgm* of y® said cheife officts, y" in y® feild w* y clarke, 
who have comonly more experience in y° fitnes of arms y® y® clarke hath, & 
to see y’ ey'y souldier have one pound of powder, 20 bullets, & 2 fathome of 
match, w'® musket, sword, bandilers, & rest, upon y® penalty of 10% for evty 
defect, & to levy 5% forfeit upon all souldiers yt shalbe absent from training, 
or defects in watching & warding, except they be discharged by y® cheife offic's 
of y* company, & yt y® clarke, as often as hee shall see occasion or doubt, is 
heréby enioyned to use all diligence to veiwe ev'y ones armes, wheth™ they 
be compleatly furnished w all arms & amunition y* law requires. 

3. That all inhabitants, as well seamen as oth's, are to have armes in their 
houses fit for service, w* powder, bullets, match, as oth™ souldiers, & y* fish- 
ermen, shipcarpenters, (the deacons are hereby exempted fro™ watches & 
wards,) & others, not exempted by lawe, shall watch or pyide a sufficient man 
in their roome, & to traine twice a year, according to y° order. 

4, That y® millitary officts of each company shall appoint what arms ey'y 
souldier shall serve w, so y* y" may be. two thirds muskets, & y* those w® 
serve w' pikes should have their costlets & head peeces. 

5. That y* clarke shall, win one weeke after every traineing day, truely 
Psent a list of y® names of all y' are delinquents, & of y*® defects of y® band, 
to y°® capt or cheife offict of y® company, yt he may have y™ all in a readines 
to carry w him (when y® maior of y® regiment shall appoint his meeting) w*" 
have not before given satisfaction at home, according to lawe ; & y® order that 
gives pow" to y® magistrate to release upon none appearance is hereby repealed. 

6. That y* clarke shall (wout all partiality) demand & receive all 
fines, w® if any shall refuse to pay, y" he shall make distres upon. y® goods 
of all such psons as shall first, by y° cheife officers of y owne company at 
home, (or by y® maior & cheife officts met together, as before mentioned,) be 
iudged delinquents, & y* y® clarke, wt" y® advice of y° cheife offic's of y* 
owne company, shall speedily lay out all fines received, eith" in ensigne, drum, 
holberds, candle, or wood for their co't of guard, or to pvide powder or 
armes for y® porer sort, or oth"wise for y® best use of y® company, pvided y* 
no clarke of y® band shalbe chargable to y* execution of any former order, by 
yertue of his said office, other y" such as are comitted to his care & charge by 
this Psent order. « 

7. Lastly, if any clarke of a band being chosen, & accepts y°® place, & yet

nal 
1. Inpr: It is ordted, y* y° watch shalbe set & have their charge by y® 


direction of y® cheife officts of y* place halfe an hour after sunn setting. 

2. That y° watch, being set out, (w* wee thinke should stand double, a 
pike & a musketere togeth",) shall examine all psons that they shall meete 
wall wttin y® compas of y* watch or round; & all such as they shall sus- 
pect, to carry to y® cot of guard till y* morning, & before they be dismised, to 
carry them to their cheife officers, to be examined. 

3. If y° sentinell or watch shall meete w*" such as shall pve too strong for 
y™, or by y* carriage shall give iust cause of suspition, or will not submit to 
their comaund, or if they shall eith™ drawe upon y™, or offer any such affronts, 
in words or actions, as shall put y™ in feare, or in hazard of their lives, they 
shall charge their pike & discharge their musket upon y™, & returne w™ speede 
to their cott of guard, & raise an alarum, pvided alway y* in times of peace, 
w® y® councell of warr, or y® cheife millitary offic's of any company, shall not 
appPhend danger by y® neernes of an enemy, it shall not be in y® liberty of any 
sentinell to hazard y® kiling of any pson or psons, except in his owne neces- 
sary defence ; but if the case require it, he shall raise an alarum, or retire to 


the co't of guard. 


In regard there are no magistrates at Pascataque, comission is granted by 
this Courte to Capt Wiggen and the other associates there to see to the Pser- 
vation of the peace; & any two of them to heare & determine small causes of 
civill nature not exceeding 5%, & such criminall offences as the law hath ap- 
pointed c’teine penulties for, either by whipinge, stocks, or fines not exceeding 
205, reserving liberty for appeales. 

A passe was granted to 7 of Mounsir Latores men, La Fortune, Columbie, 
St. Aubin, La Violle, La Rose, La Garenne, La Violle Suisse; & these 7 
shalbe alowed 7? in pvisions, on the country charge. 
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The order against drinking one to another is hereby repealed. 
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The Cot is adiourned till the first 4% day ofthe 8 month, unlese ye : 


Governor see cause to call the Co't sooner. 


*To the R* Honotable the Lords & Comions of the high Co't of Parlia- 
ment in the kingdome of England. 


The humble Petition of the Co't of the Massachusets in Newe England. 


Humbly sheweth, that whereas a ship of Bristoll, called the Mary, being 
peaceably trading in our harbour, was surprized by Captaine , Stagge, with- 
out our licence or privity, and whereas, being called to account for the same, 
hée shewed us a cofiission from the authority of this high Court to take any 
ships belonging to Bristoll, €¢, by occasion whereof (out of our due respect to 
this hono*able Court) wee thought not fit to contend with him, but onely 
permitted him to carry away the said shipp ; but so it is that the m'chants, M* 
Hugh Browne & M* Philip Jackson, two of them being men, as wee are in- 
formed, well affected to the king and Parliament, are hereby much weakened, 
and both themselues and divers others are also discouraged from sending any 
further supply unto us, whereby wee are like to be much distressed for want of 
such necessary comodities as they were wont for many yeares to send to us, — 

May it therefore please this high Court ,. , this cause into their se- 
rious consideration, and so to tender the great losse of the said marchants, and 
the interruption of our trade, by this meanes, as it may be declared by some 
act of the same, that no such attempt may be made hereafter upon any shipps 
in our harbo's, or of any of o* confederats in Newe England, and that such in- 


couragement may be given to the marchants of the cittye of London, or other 


places, for suppliing of us in due time, as to the wisdome of this high Co't 


shall seeme expedient. 


*At a Session of the Gen'all Co't, the 12” of the 6" M’, 1645. 


It was ordered, that there should be a millitary watch in all the townes, 
& that warrants be issued out from this Co’t to all millitary offic’s for that end 
forthwith. 

Forasmuch as this Cot, upon good grounds, conceive it a matter of great 
concernment to secure (what in them lyes) all townes win this colony against 
the expected incursions of y* Indians, — 

It is therefore ordered, that the cheife millitary officers of every company 
shall w® all diligence take care that there be a dayly ward kept upon the out 
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skirts of their sey‘all townes that lye within. their severall charges, & that they 
send out carefull & dayly skouts for the rainging of the woods upon the bor- 
ders of their sey'all townes, the charge to be given to the said ward, or scouts, 
& y® manageing of this busines be left to the faithfulnes of the said cheife 
millitary officers to presse such & so many horses within the limits of their 
charges, as they shall see necessary, for the carefull discharge of this dayly 
service ; this to stand in force till the Co’t or the standing councell shall take 
further order ; also that care be taken to fpserve the farmes. 

This Co't takeing into consideration the dayly exercise, w™ the severall 
townes within this colony are like to have by reason of the Psent warr with 
the Indians, & accounting it to be within the care of this Co't to pvide for the 
safetye of ev'y part aswell as the whole, it is therefore ordered, & hereby 
power is given to the cheife comanders of every company, to appoint out & to 
make choyce of thirtye souldiers of their companies in y° hundred, who shalbe 
ready, at halfe an houres warning, upon any service they shalbe put upon by 
their cheife millitary officers ; and it is further ordered, that the traine soul- 
diers of evty company shall forthwith pvide themselues to be ready w™ their 
armes ready fixed, & that they have powder, bullets, match, & bandilers al- 
wayes ready, according to former order, as also y‘ ev"y souldier pvide himselfe 
a knapsack, to be in a readines (upon any service they shalbe called to) at or 
before the 25 day of this sent 6 :;-and if after y* said Pfixt time any 
such souldier shalbe wanting of a knapsack, y* then the clarks of the bands 
win their severall companyes have hereby power & are required to distraine 
to the yalewe of Ssh’ upon the goods of all such as shalbe found to be defec- 
tive herein, who shall, w™ part of the said fine, pvide the said delinquent a 
good knapsack, & the clarke shall have the rest for his paines. " 

In regard of the great danger y* Concord, Sudberry, & Dedham wilbe 


-exposed unto, being inland townes & but thinly peopled, it is ordered, that no 
man now inhabiting & settleed in any of the said townes (whether married or 


single) shall remove to any other towne without the “allowance of a magis- 


trate, or other select men of that towne, untill it shall please God to settle 
peace againe, or some other way of safety to the said townes, whereupon this 
Cott, or the councell of the comon weale, shall set the inhabitants of the said 
townes at their former liberty. 

The comission's of the United Colonies, haveing considered of Serieant 
Maior Edward Gibons as a pson fit to be implied in cheife comand over all 
such forces as are now to be sent forth from all the colonies in ayde of the 
Mohegen sachim, have thought fit to signify so much to yo", that if yo" 


shall not advize us of any thing w may be a iust impediment hereunto, wee 
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may peeed to give him a full call to that servise; & wall it is desired, that 
if yo" thoughts concurr w*" ours, yo" will please to spare him from attendance 
upon the busines of this Co't, that he may Ppare himselfe to be ready for y* 
impliment he is now to be called unto. Answered, the Co't knoweth no iust 
impediment against Maior Edward Gibons, & have dismissed him from the 
service of this Cott. 

The Co't, haveing “considered (upon conference wt Maior Gibons & 
others of good iudgment in these affaires) that Capt Leveret is a fit person to 
have charge as a capt, under the comander in cheife, over part of such forces 
as are to be sent out of this iurisdiction, — 

The Co't conceive that Mt Loyall, the surgeon, lately come out of that 
wpliment of the Earle of Manchester, in England, may be fit to be sent forth 
w oF Psent forces, in that impliment. 

It is ordered, that a presse should fsently be sent out for to raise the 
souldiers, according to former advice. 

Whereas some of those souldiers w have bene sent fourth already in the 
Psent expedition, & others who are soone to be sent forth, have, themselues, 
or their masters, or parents, w‘* whom they lived, some corne & hay to be 
cut downe & pserved, w“", by reason of their fPsent absence, wilbe in danger to 
be lost if care be not taken for the same, — 

It is therefore ordered, that in every such case the cunstables of the towne 
(upon request made to him by the partye) shall pceure so much help of men 
(if volentarily they may be had, or otherwise by impresse) as shall pforme so 
much of such worke such souldier (if he had stayed at home) might have done 
in the ininge or Pserving such corne or hay, the party paying the ordinary 
wages for the same, for which this shalbe sufficient warrant. 

-It is ordered, that Leift Humfrey Atherton, already sent forth w™ forty 
men ih this expedition, as soone as he shall meete w® ot forces that are to go 


out under Maior Gibons, shall have the sole comand of those 40 men, as their 


cheife *comander, under the said Maior Gibons, who is commander in cheife 


of all y° forces to be implied in this expedition by all the United Colonies. 

It is ordered, three horses should be pressed from Dorchest", Brain- 
tre, & Waymoth, w" sadles & bridles, to be at Boston to by 7 of the clocke in 
the morning the 18" of this 6 18, to go to the Narragansets. 

It is conceived meete y* there should be a day of humiliation throughout 


y® severall plantations of this iurisdiction, the 28 Psent, to humble o* soules 


‘before God for y® many sinns y° seyerall plantations & all y* country stand 


guilty of, earnestly seeking a reconcilliation w him, & his bless? on o* forces, 
sent & going out, also for o* native countryes troubles. 


. 
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It is ordered, that Leift Tory shalbe cheife millitary officer in Hingham, 
& act according as other millitary officers, till y° Co't shall take further order. 

In regard y* the regiment of Suffolke will want a sericant maior, in y® 
absence of Maior Gibons, it is ordered by this Co"t, y* Maior Borne shall have 
power to execute the said office in y® said regiment untill y® returne of Maior 
Gibons, or untill oth™ cotse be taken by authority of this Cote. 

It is voted, y' the levy that shalbe issued out of’ this Co*t for this expedi- 
tion shalbe the same yt was granted the last Co't, viz}, 616. 15%, to be ppor- 
tioned as the former rate was, upon the severall townes, to be paid imto the 
treasury, the one halfe thereof at the time of payment of the first halfe of the 
last rate, w is in the 8 month next, & the other halfe of this rate, wh the 
other part of the last rate, in the begiiiing of the first month next. 

It is ordered, that a ioyner should be pressed to make a surgeons boxe 
for M® Lisle, & the cunstable to pvide ould linnen for the surgeons use. 

M* Willia™ Pelham is established capt, & Edm* Goodenow ensigne, of 
the company at Sudbury. 

Tt is ordered, that Mt Edward Tinge & M* Frané Norton should be 
comisaries for the forces already sent, & to be sent, in this expedition, to make 


pvision for them by presse or else. 


A Warrant to the Suryeyer Gentall. 


Forthw* to pvide a sufficient quantity of musket bullets, pistoll bullets, 
& swan shot, & match ; & if he have not lead & mgulds in store, y® then yo 
take wp so much leade, pis[tol] bullets, swan shot, & match, where yo" can 
find the same, as may serve the occasion, giveing to the owners *severall 
tickets, whereby they may receive due satisfaction from the Treasurer, accord- 
ing to y® rates for w such things are sould in the shops or warehouses in 


Boston, for which this shalbe yo" sufficient warrant. 


It was ordered, Richard Fairebanks should be paid by the debt of M* 
Edward Tynge his byll of x’. 

A note of pertictlers of what pvision wilbe needfull for the Psent expedi- 
tion, for the supply of 200 men: Bread, tenn thousand ; pease, three hogs- 
heads ; beife, six hogsheades, cut into messe peeces ; fish, tenn kintalls ; oyle, 
tenn gallons; vinegar, one hogsheade ; strong water, one hogshead ; wine, at 
yo pleasure ; beare, one tunn; one hogshead of oatemeale ; two hogsheads of 
flower ; buttt, sixe firkins ; raisings of the sunne, two barrells ; shugar, 3 ¢. for 
sick'men ; candells, one dussen; hatchets & axes, twelue ; canvis, fortye yards ; 


spades & shovels, thirtye ; pick axes, sixe; sixe kettels for boyling victuals ; 
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. 
platters, thirtye sixe ; payles, tenn ; canns or potts, twentye; salt, one hogs- 
head ; 200 fathom of cod line. ’ 

This Co't, haveing taken into consideration how the necessary affaires of 
this iurisdiction, whether they concerne this peculiarly, or have referrence to 
the rest of our confederated colonies, may be duely & spedily transacted in the 
vacancy of the Gen"all Cot, (for the satisfaction of the comission™ in respect of 
the weighty & suddain occasions in hand,) doth expresse, that the Generall Co't 
ought to be called by the Governo", when the importance of the busines doth 
require it, & time & oportunity will safely admitt the same, and that all 
other necessary matters are to be ordered & dispatched by the maior part of the 
council of the common wealth; and therefore to that end letters, signifiing 
breifly the busines, & the time & place of meeting for consultation, ought to be 
sent unto the Assistants. 

Also, that seaven of the said: Assistants meeting, & the Governo™ or 
Deputy Governo" being one, is a sufficient assembly to act, by pressing of soul- 
diers, or otherwise. 

And, in case of extreame & urgent necessity, when endeavo" are reasona- 
bly used to call the Assistants, & the busines to be dispatcht will not admit 
delay, then the acts of so many as do assemble are to be accounted valid & 
sufficient. 

It is intended, that the gen‘all words above written conteine in them 
power to presse & send forth souldiers, & presse all manner of victualls, ves- 
sells, carriages, & all other necessaries, & to send warrants *to the ‘Treasurer 
to pay for them. 

The Co't is adiourned to the first 4% day of the 8 month next. 


At a Session of the Generall Court, the First of the 8" Month, 1645. 


1, Inprimis, that the undertakers, their agents & assignes, are hereby grant- 
ed the sole priviledge & benefit of makeing iron, & managing of all iron mines 
& workes, that now are or shalbe discovered & found out, or hereafter shalbe in 
this iurisdiction, for the tearme of twenty-one yeares from the former graunt ; 
provided, that the said adventurers, their agents or assignes, do, within three 
yeares fro™ the former date, use their best endeavo"™ to their utmost skill to 
perfect so many of the said workes that the inhabitants of this ‘iurisdiction be 
furnished with barr iron of all sorts for their use, not exceeding twentye pounds 
per tunn ; provided also, that it shalbe in the liberty of any within this iuris- 
diction to be adventurers with the undertakers, if, by the last day of this 
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October, they bring in their adventures, not lesse, in one mans name, then 
fifty pounds, with alowance to the adventurers for the stock of one thousand 
pounds by them already disbursed. 

2. Item: The Court doth hereby grant to the said undertakers, their agents 
and assignes, in all places of wasts, & lands not impropriated to any towne or 
person, that the said undertakers, their agents or assignes, at all times dureing 
the said tearme of 21 yeares, shall & may, freely, & at their own discretion, 
have & take all manner of wood & timber, to be converted into coales, or any 
other uses for the service of the undertakers, as also all manner of earth,

vided, if, by any pond, sluce, watercourse, dam, or any other worke, (though 
in land unimpropriated,) they should spoyle, or any wayes preiudice, the land 
appropriated to any towne or person, the said undertakers shall make due and 
lust satisfaction. 

3. Item: The Court doth hereby further grant to the said adventurers, 
their agents or assignes, in all the grounds that are or shall be appropriated, 
that the said adventurers, their agents or assignes, shall have free liberty at all 
times dureing the said tearme to digg, gett, carry away all manner of stone or 
iron oare, & to make & use all convenient wayes & watercourses, pooies, dams, 
sluces, ponds for water, & other conveniences to, from, & for the service of 
the said works, through all the said grounds that are or hereafter shalbe impro- 
priated, (except houses, orchards not exceeding three acres, and yards,) giving 
such due & full recompence for the same to the owners thereof, for the time 
being, as three indifferent men shall adiudg, whereof one to be appointed by 
the said Court at the next generall meeting after the undertakers, their agents 
or assignes, shall make or use any of the said wayes or watercourses, or other

adventurers. 
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4. Item: The Court doth hereby further graunt unto the said adventurers, 
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& to their heires & assignes forever, so much land now or here *after to be in ‘ 


this iurisdiction, as aforesaid, as shall containe in sixe places, three miles square 
in each place, or so much in quantity as containeth three miles square, not 
exceeding four miles in length, to be set out in such places & parcels as the 
said undertakers or their agents shall make choyc® of, not being already impro- 
priated, as aforesaid ; upon which said land the said adventurers shall have

port the same by shiping to other parts or places of the world, & to make sale 
thereof in what way & place the said adventurers shall please, for their best 
advantage, pvided they sell it not to any person or state in actuall hostility 
with us. 

6. *Item: That it is graunted & ordered, that the said undertakers, their 
agents-& servants, shall, from the date of these presents, for ever have & en- 
loy all liberties & imunities whatsoever, Psent or to come, equall with any 
within this jurisdiction, according to the lawes & orders thereof for the time 
being, & according to the rightes & priviledges of the churches. 

7. Item: It is also graunted, y* y® und'takers & adventurers, together 
with their agents, servants, & assignes, shalbe & are hereby free from all taxes, 
asseasments, contributions, & other publig charges whatsoever, for so much of 
their stock, store, or goods as shalbe implied in & about the said iron workes, 
for & dureing the tearme of , yeares yet to come, from y® date of these 
Psents. 

8. Item: It is hereby granted & ordered, y* all such clarks & workmen, 


as miners, founders, finers, hamermen, & colliers, necessarily implied or to bg 
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implied in & about the said workes built or to be built, for any the services 
thereof, shall, from time to time, dureing the said tearme of , yeares, be, 
& hereby are, absolutely freed & discharged of & from all ordinary trainings, 
watchings, €¢; but y* every pson at all times be furnished wt armes, powder, 
shott, €¢, according to ord? of Cott. 

9. It is lastly ordered by y*® Co't y* in all places where any iron worke is 
set up, remote fro™ a church or congregation, unto w they cannot conven- 
iently come, yt y* und'tak's wilbe pleased to pvide some good meanes wherby 
their families may be instructed in the knowledge of God, by such as the Co't 
or standing councell shall approve of. 

Whereas this Court, in a former session, chose & appointed severall hon- 
oted members of this coffion wealth as comissioners *in their severall sheires, to 
meete together in some convenient place within each sheire, to consult together,

thereupon to satisfy y® expectation of the country in establishing a body of 
lawes, this Court thinks it meete to desire the persons in y* order men- 
tioned, at or before the 12% of November next, in their severall sheires, to 
meete togeather in Boston for Suffolke, in Cambridge for Middlesex, in Ips- 
wich for Essex ; & after their first meeting at the time & places above men- 
tioned, by warrant from the Secretary to each comittee of each sheire, & then, 
as often as they please, to appoint their owne meetings for the accomplishment 
of the end so desired, & to make their returne of what they shall do herem 
to the next siting of y® Generall Court ; in Capt Cookes roome, at his re- 
quest, Mt Joseph Hill, of Charlstowne ; in M* Allens roome, M* Knowles ; 
& M? Glover in M* Prichards roome. They being out of the way, or shalbe 
suddenly, M? Symonds is insteed of M* Bellingham for Ipswich, because M* 
Bellingham now resides at Boston ; & M* Bellingham to be for Boston, aded 
to y® former ; & y° care of calling y* assembly to each place is in M* Belling- 
ham for Boston, Mt Pelham for Cambridge, & M* Symonds *for Ipswich. ; 

The petition of Stephen Kingsly, John Garing, Francis Ehott, Thom: 
Flatman, Henry Adams, Thomas Adams, John Sheopard, Henry Adams, 
Iunior, Samu: Adams, John Adams, Christopher Adams, William Vaysey, 
Rich'd Bracket, Christopher Webb, Edward Sparlden, Thomas Meakins, 
Nicho: Woode, Robert Quelues, Thom: Barret, Daniell Shode, William 
Ellice, Deodatus Curtis, Thomas Waterman, Nathaniell Herman, Humfry 
Grigs, John Hastings, George Aldridge, John Wheateley, Thomas Wilmet, 
Henry Madsley, John French, & Arthur Waring is granted w free and full 
consent, & they being about twenty of the thirty two subscribers free men, 
the Cort doth thinke meet that so much land as they shall set out for their 
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towne, not exceeding the quantity of tenn thousand acres together, shalbe al- 
lotted to them, and that the maior part of the freemen that shall first build, & 

plant thereupon, so that the whole make up the number of seaven, shall have 
power to admit or keepe out whom they thinke good, & that the Gentall Co't 
should write letters to Benedict Arnold, to compound wt Pumhome at the 
easiest rate he can, for his right in any improved ground, & that the petition- 
ers shall dispose of y* houses built upon y® said ground, w'" this pviso, that 
they shall pay to such as built them what the Co't shall hereafter appoint, if 
they see cause so to do ; this is granted pvided they go on, & ten families be 


there within this twelue monthes. 


*In the Case between Capt Smith, Kezar, Sellick, & Grosse. 


1. That Capt Smith was cheife comander of the ship Rainbowe, & mar- 
chant of the goods, & so both at his dispose. 

2. That Kezar, ¢¢, had no power nor iust cause to bring away the shipp 
from Barbadoes, but in so doing did breake their covenant or charty party, 
notwithstanding the danger he pretended he was in, in regard of his owne 
pson or y® losse of y® marchants goods.

6. The shipp & pceed of y° cargo to be delivered as now shee is to Capt 
Smyth, he paying such due charges as hath necessarily bene layd out about 
her since her comeing hither, that shee is now y® better for, to be iudged by 
Goodman Chaffye & Goodfi Garret, & that y® ship may be stayed till y® order 
is satisfied. ; 

__ That Capt Smith should alow Kesar 10*, for threatening to pistol him, 
& y' Capt Smith take his remedy for the seamens wages. 

*It is conceived iust; that y® petitioner, Robert Turner, should be alowed 

after eight in y® hundred, since his bills were signed, & a warrant to be 
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directed to y® Treasurer to make good & speedy payment of y® whole, being 
as by y° petition about 100%. 

After many agitations about finishing y* Castle & setling a garrison there,

It is orded, yt Capt Davenport shall have 20* paid him to pvide a greate 
boate for y® use of y® Castle. 

*For y° better defraying y® great charges y' necessarily attends y° publike 
occasions of y® comion welth, w by all is desired to be lessened as much as 
may -be, — 

Its ordered, every person y* shall receive any wines fro™ any vessell, 
a shore on any part of y* iurisdiction, shall pay, to y® officer appointed to re- 
ceive it, for every butt of sack 10%, & so pportionable for lesser vessels, & for 
every hogshead of French wines 23%, & so pportionable for lesser vessels, win 
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in y° best of y* same wine at y° m*chants price ; & if y" be any pson that shall 
not, w'in four dayes after y° receite of any wines a shore, enter y® same into y° 
booke of y* said officer, so much as shalbe found or pyed to be received & not 
ented into y° said offic" booke, shalbe forfeite to y° sole use & benefit of ye 
country & officer, halfe to y° country & halfe to y° offict, or y° worth thereof 
in like gooa pay as before ; & y* former order for y® 20* part is hereby re- 


pealed, & all form’ ord's, for any rate or imposition upon wines, are repealed 


also, & y' y° offices be appointed to have alwayes a deputy, where himselfe can- 


not be Psent. S$: the next order but one. 

The Co’t doth conceive itselfe bound to afford y® offict for y® custome of 
wine all iust power to come to y® certeine knowledg of what wines, by any 
pson whatsoey" in this iurisdiction, hath bene drawne, or is begun to be 
drawne by y™, or any of y™; therefore ord", y* all such psons, licensed or not, 
shalbe sumoned to the next Quart* Cot, there to give in, upon oath, y® truth 
of what they, or either of y™, doth or hath drawne, to y° satisfaction of y® said 
officer, & y* such as are licenst, & have not given into y® Quart' Co'ts y® truth 
of what they have drawne, are contemn's of y* law, & should be fined for their 
contempt y*of ; y® to reach to Dover & Strawberry Banke also. 

The Co't conceive it meete y‘ all such as y® officer for y* custome of wines 
know, or by any meanes can come to y® knowledg of, y' do, directly or indi- 
rectly, draw, or have drawne, any wine, in greater or lesser vessels, should, by 
sumons, be brought before a Quart* Co't, y* to give an account of what they 
have done, for y* time past or yet to come, since or dureing y® ord’, & y* 
whoever shall refuse to give a iust account of y® truth of what they have done 
(if they be licenst) to be put by, y' they draw no’ more wine, & any oth" 
m'chant, cowper, or other psons whatsoever, y* shall refuse as aforesaid, to 

‘be fined for their contempt of y® order of y® Gentall Co"t in-y* respect. 

It is ordered, yt y* custome of wines shalbe left to *the care of the audito™ 
generall. . 

And the captaine of the Castle shall have power to demand & receive 
from y°® ships the custome for anchorage & tunage. 

Whereas, by order of y® last session of y* Co’t, a certeine rate was set 
upon all forraigne ships, in name of tuiiage & anchorage, it is nowe thought 
fit y° said ordér be hereby repealed.

pvided none of y® vessels of o* confed*ates, or any oth fits where-o" ships are free 
of customes, €@, shall pay any custome or imposition in any of o° harbo's. 

M: Robt Saltonstall is granted, in y* right of his fatht, St Rich™d Salton- 
stall, 3200 acres of land, due for his adventure ; pvided y* land be granted 
wth ye usual pviso, & be layd out where it be no hindrance to any towne y‘ is 
or may be hereaft" granted. 

It is ord'ed, yt Maior Edward Gibons should be put to take an oath truely 
to discov' what goods, w°t came in y® ship Gilbert, belonging to y* Canary 
marchants, are in his hands, at y* Psent, & what debts, goods, or y* pceed yrof 
of y° Canary m'chants he hath in his hands, w“" he refusing, y° Co"t voted y* 
y' shalbe an execution granted on y® psonall estate of Maior Edw* Gibons, if 
he discov" not w’ y® estate of y° Canary marchants are. 

M: Robt Saltonstall, upon his petition, & Psenting y® account of S* 
Rich'd, und' y° attestation of y® publike notary, & oth" evidence pduced, is 
alowed these *perticulers, viz{ :

For his expences upon y® quo worranto,. . . . . 20 00 

For y® monyes paid to M™ White & Mr Ballard, . . 50 00

Robrt Saltonstall pay his fine w he was 
fined y® last Cott, for his grosse evill, (& if it had bene more,) before y* above- 
named sumies be satisfied. 
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The Co't conceiveth y' y® letter of atturny herew* sent, whereby S™ 
Rich: Saltonstall grants to M? Rob: Saltonstall all his debts, ¢¢, in Newe Eng- 
land, to his owne use irrevocably, is sufficient warrant for him to receive what 
is ord'ed to St Rich'd fro™ y® country, & yt M* Rob’ts discharge wilbe suffi- 
cient to satisfy y° order, & y* no oth" is to be expected fro St Rich'd, seeing 
he hath no pow" now to authorsh any other; y*fore it is ordered, y* y* Secre- 
tary (upon receit of a gentall acquitance, according to y* ord',) may give war- 
rant (to be signed by y*® audito™) for y* Treasurer to pay him y® remaind™ due 
to him, y* 29* being deducted, according to y* 2 ord's of y* Court, & what is 
owing by him besides for actions entered. 

Forasmuch as this Cot hath imposed a penalty upon Boston & otht 
townes if their worke w they have und"taken at y® Castle be not finished by 
a time ffixed, & was diverse of y*® inhabitants do refuse to contribute to y° 
charge yof, upon fPtence y* it was a volentary act, it is thought fit (in regard 
y® Cott hath given alowance y'to, & now requirs a speedy pformance y‘of ) 
y’ y® Co"t would now order, y* y® cunstables of y° sevall townes so engaged, 
& ev'y of y™ respectively, may have power, by vertue of their office, to levy 
all such sumes as haye bene or shalbe assessed towards y°® fortification *of the 
said Castle, & y* maintenance of y* same, & of y® garrison there, according to 
y°® order of Cott. The gunner is now (upon his desire) discharged, w‘* ord™ 
to consider his time spent this sumer, & allow him for it.

Whereas y* towne of Salem, lying so open to y° sea, is in great dang" of 
suddaine attempts by a forraigne enemy, & y"fore great care is to be had in 
these dangerous times, it is ord"ed, y® cheife millitary offic’ of y® band y* 
should inhabite in or nere y® harbo". Y* Co’t, considering y* Captaine Traske, 


who hath bene many yeare their cheife officer, dwels so remote fro™ y* pt of 


-y® towne as he cannot be helpfull upon any such suddaine occasion, doth 


hereby discharge him of y* office, wt" all due acknowledgm' of his faithfulnes 
& form" good service to y* country, & do hereby appoint Mt Willi: Hathorne 
to be capt of y® said millitary company or trained band of y® said towne, to 
exercise y° said office, & continue therein, untill some oth™ shalbe duely chosen

The magistrates haveing taken y* acknowledgm* of John Cowdall & his 
wife, for pasing oy" y* dweling house & ground to their sonne in law, Willi:

The Court, being still mindfull of its duty, doth endeav*, as much as in it 
lyes, y* all meanes may be used to bring the natives to y° knowledge of God

The Cott, considering y* great charge of y® country by y® pvicion w® is 
made for each memb? of y* Co't, y' Strawberry Banke & Dover having sent 
their deputies hith", & being pvided for w8 y® rest, for w% they are yet be- 
hind, & have not satisfied for, have appointed Willi: Parks & Leift Atherton 
a comittee to examine w* they stand indebted to y® country for their deputies 
dyet these 4 or 5 years past, & to certify y* Co't y"of, y* so they may be pPsently 
sent to for it. ; : 

It being requisite y* all inhabitants w**in y* iurisdiction should endeavot 
after such armes as may be most usefull for their owne & y® countryes de- 
fence, it is y"fore ordered, yt no peeces shalbe alowed for serviceable, in of 
trained bands, but such as are ether full musket boare, or basterd musket at y® 


least, & that none should be under three foote 9 inches, nor any above foure 
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foote 3 inches in length, & y* ey’y man have also a priming wyer, a worme, & 
scourer fit for y° boare of his musket, w°* we find not required in any former 
order. 

Forasmuch as y* Co't hath form"ly granted yt y* should be a village upon

This Co't doth therefore hereby order, y‘ either y° whole towne of Ips- 
wich shall equally contribute (w such oth" inhabitants as have lands in or 
neere y® said village) to y® maintenance of *a minister, & all other publike 
charges incident to such a village, or else y® foresaid inhabitants, y* have lands 
neer y® said village, & shall contribute to y® maintenance of a minister y", & 
oth” necessary charges, shalbe freed fro™ all mannt of rates, charges, 6r contri- 
butions to y® towne of Ipswich for their land or stock in or belonging to the 
said village. 

The Cott, haveing heard what y* leather dressers (being petition's) & 
Ralph Woory (who is y® onely man they informe against for carriing goate 
skins out of of iurisdiction) could say about y* busines, have thought it equall 
y’ y° said Ralph Woory shall have liberty to send 8 dussen of goate skins, 
w he saith he hath already sould to be delivered in England, & y* for y® time 
to come, if he or any otht shall ship any to be transported out of y* iurisdic- 
tion, unlesse they be dressed & made into gloves, or some oth" garm's, all 
such goate skinns shalbe forfeited to y°* comon wealth, or y*® value yTof, if y° 


skinns‘ cannot be found.

The right forme of church goy'mnt & discipline being agreed ft of y? — 
kingdome of Christ upon earth, therefore y° establishing & settleing thereof 
by y® ioynt & publike agreem' & consent of churches, & by y® sanction of civill 
authority, must needs greatly conduce to y® hono™ & glory of ot Lord Jesus 
Christ, & to y® settleing & safety of church & cofion wealth, where such a 
duty is diligently attended & pformed ; & in asmuch as times of publike peace, 
w*) by y® m'cy of God are vouchsafed to these plantations, but how long y? 
same may continue wee do not know, are much more comodious for y® effect- 
ing of such a worke then those troublesome times of warr & of publike dis- 
turbances thereby, as y® example of o* deare native country doth witnes at 
this day, where by reason of y* publike comiotions & troubles in yé state of 
reformation *of religion, & y® establishing of y* same is greatly retarded, & at 
y* best cannot be pfected wout much difficulty & danger, & whereas divers of 
ot Christian country men & freinds in England, both of y* ministry & othts, 
considering y® state of things in this country in regard of ot peace & other-

The Gentall Cotte, conceiving themselues bound by y® first oportunity to 
bear witnes against y® haynos & crying sinn of man stealing, as also to Pscribe 
such timely redresse for what is past, & such a law for y® future as may suffi- 
ciently deterr all oth's belonging to us to have to do in such vile & most 
odious courses, iustly abhored of all good & iust men, do order, y* y° negro 
interpreter, w oth" unlawfully taken, be, by y° first oportunity, (at y° charge 
of y° country for fsent,) sent to his native country of Ginny, & a letter w™ 
him of y® indignation of y° Cotte thereabouts, & iustice hereof, desireing 0” 
honoted Gov'n' would please to put this order in execution. 

The Cotte, being informed y* some psons (more seeking their owne pri- 
vate advantage then y° good of y® publike) do intend to transport rawe hides, 
£0, do hereby ord™ & enact, y* no pson shall deliver a board any shipp or othr 
vessell, directly or indirectly, any rawe hide, or leather unwrought, w™ intent 


to have y® same transported out of this iurisdiction, upon paine to forfeit y® 


same, or y° value thereof, & yt no mast* of any shipp or vessell shall receive 


any rawe hide, or leatht unwrought, directly or indirectly, aboard his shipp 
or vessell, to be so transported, upon y° like penalty ; this ord* to be forthw 
published at Boston & Charlestowne by seting up y® same upon y* meeting 
house dores, & upon y® maine mast of y® shipp now bound for England, & of 
oth" ships hereafter, as occasion shall require ; oth'wise y® m* shall not incurr 
y° penalty, except he be an inhabitant of this iurisdiction ; pvided, it shalbe 


at liberty for any pson, wheth™ strang* or oth’, to transport any hides or skins 


_ yt shalbe brought hith™ fro™ oth" parts beyond y* seas, by way of marchandize. 
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The Cotte (haveing weighed y* case in question between M* Abrah: 
Shurt & Mz Rob't Saltonstall about Mt Wannttons house, as the question is 
stated & rep'sented in a pap annexed) hath voted, that y° mortgage of M* Rob't 
Saltonstall & M* David Yale ought to be Pfered before y® morgage of Mt 
Shurte, dated 4°10 ih, 1646. 

The Co'te, being deeply sensible of y* earnest expectation of the country 
in gentall for this Cots compleating 6f a body of lawes for y* bett* & more 
ord'ly weilding all y° affaires of this comon *wealth, wiling also to their

O* honoted Goy"n", M* Bellingham, 
M* Hibbens, M* Hill, & Mt Duncan, as a comittee for y* busines above men- 
tioned, or any three of them meeting, y® oth” haveing notice thereof, shalbe 
sufficient to carry on y® worke. 

Whereas information hath come to this Co't from div'se forrain parts of 
y° insufficiency of o* pipe staves, in regard especially of wormeholes, whereby 
y° comodity is like to be phibited in those fits, to y® greate damage of y® coun- 
try, it is now ord'ed & enacted by authority of this Co't, yt y° select men of 
Boston & Charlestowne, & of all townes where pipe staves use to be shiped, 
shall forthw‘, & so from time to time, as neede shall require, nominate two 
men of each towne skilfull in that commodity, & such as can attend that ser- 
vice, to be veiwers of pipestaves, who shalbe brought before some magistrate 
to be sworne diligently & faithfully to veiw & search all such pipestaves as 
are to be transported to any fts of Spain or Portingall, or win eith™ of their 
dominions, to be used for making of tyte caske ; & they shall throw by all 
such as they shall iudge not marchantable & sufficient for that use ; and they,

*Whereas there appears some defect in y* law made 2: 9 x 33, in yt no 
pvision is made for due recompence to y® marshall, in case where he shalbe 
forced to travell for y° levying a small sumie, it is now ordered, yt in every 
such case where y° fees appointed for y® levying of any execution, or fine, or 
oth™ sume, for publike use, will not answere y* travell, €@, in regard of y* 
distance of place, y® marshall, or oth" offic’, shall have pow" in such case to 
demand 6% y* mile, & to levy y® same upon refusall, €é. 

It is ord’ed,; yt wheate, barly, rye, pease, & Indian corne shalbe at y*

Cotte to retaile wine, or any one whom y° Co'te may licence to sell p y® gal- 
lon; & whosoever shall transgress y* order shall pay 10? to the treasury of y® 
country, to be levied by distres on his goods & chattels ; & where there is no 
estate found, such delinquent ag* this ord" to be imprisoned dureing y® Co'ts 
pleasure.

there, as also to search any house suspected to sell wine contrary to y* ord’, 
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also any tavern’, or oth" pson, y* shall informe against any transgreser of y® 
ord’, shall have halfe of the fine for his incuragment, y* to be of force to y?® 
end of y® next Cort of Elections, & no long", except y° Cotte shall oth™wise 
ord’. 

It is ord'ed & enacted, yt no pson or psons haveing licence to keepe a 
coon house of int*tainm' shall suffer any pson or psons *at unseasonable 
times to drinke or tipple in their houses, upon paine to forfeit for every fine 
for each pson so tippleing five shillings; & it is declared to be unseasonable 
times any time after nyne of the clock. This law doth not intend, neverthe- 
les, to hinder y® intertainment of seafaring men, or land travellers in y® night 
season, when they come first a shore, or from their iourney in such houses, 
for their necessary refreshm', or when they prepare for their voyage, or iourny

any marchant, cowp, owner, keeper of wines, or oth" pson, yt hath y® goy'm' 
of them, suffer any pson or psons to drinke to exces, or drunkennes, in their 
wine cellérs, shipps, oth” vessels, or places where wines do lye, on paine to 
forfeit for each pson drinking to excesse or drunkennes tenn shillings: the

in such sort levyed & disposed as is appointed in y* said law ag*t drunkennes ;

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offence ag* any branch of y° law ag*t drunkennes, or this law, then ev'y pson 
so convicted shall, for y° space of three yeares next ensuing y® said conviction, 
be disabled to keepe any such house of comon intertainm’, or sell beere, wine,

*such pagan Indians as have submited y™selues to o* gov'm', though we would 
not neglect any due helps to bring y™ on to grace, & to y°® meanes of it, 
yet we compell y™ not to y® Christian faith, nor to y° pfession of it, cith® 
by force of armes or by peenall laws ; nevertheles, seing y® blaspheming of y® 
true God cannot be excused by any ignorance or infirmity of humane nature,

4. The ppounding & standing upon an imposition of custome to be paid 
to y° riv’s mouth, by such as were or are win o* iurisdiction, hind'ed ot 
confed"ation above tenn yeares, & there was nev" any paid to this day, & now 
to impose it upon any of o” aft™ o* confed*ation will put us to new thoughts. 

5. It seems to us very hard, y* any of o° iurisdiction should be forced to 
such a bondage as will necessarily inthraule their posterity, by imposeing such 
rates & customes as will either constraine y™ to dept their habitations, or 
weaken their estates, especially w® as they w'® y° first tooke possession of y® 
ryver, & were at great charge of building, €¢, w if they had foreseene would 
not there have planted.

y° petition’, & y* y® iust pceedings ‘of y° Cotte in y® tryall aforesaid may y° 
bett* appeare, it is now ord'ed, y' a lett™ shalbe written by y* Secretary, & by

The inhabitants of Makerell Cove are granted their petition to be free 
from being called to watch at Salem, w'" this pviso, that the said inhabitants 
shalbe lyable to watch there by direction of the cunstable, & the iniunction 
of millitary officers in times of danger. 

Whereas there is a synode in being, & it is y* purpose, beside y® clearing 
of some points in religion questioned, to set forth a forme of church goverm', 
accord’ to y® ord" of y* gospell, & to that end there are*certeine members 
of y® synode that have in charge to prepare y* same against the synode ; but 
this Co*te conceiving that it is as fully meete to set fourth a confession of y® 
faith we do pfesse touching y* doctrinall pt of religion also, we do desire, 
therefore, these revtend eld's following to take some paines each of them to 
Ppare a breife forme of this nature, & fPsent y® same to y* next session of y* 
synode, that, agreeing to one, (out of them all,) it may be printed w" the otht 
Mt Norrice, Mt Cotton, Mt Madder, M' Rogers, of Ipswich, M" Sheopard, 
M Norton, & M* Cobbet.

at y° Gentall Co'te now siting was to be had, & entered upon; but on a mo- 
tion y® abovenamed Rob't Saltonstall, on y® behalfe of himselfe, & for y* use 
of his fath", St Richtd, & John Sherman, as atturny for y® towne of Water- 
towne, did mutually choose Mt Edw* Carleton & M* John Johnson as arbi- 
trato™ to heare & determine all differrences betweene them in -that respect, 
did, & by these presents do, bind themselues each to oth’, in 500? a peece, to 
stand unto, abide by, & pforme y® finall award & determination of y* above 
mentioned arbitrato™. Witnes now these Psents, that we, Edw: Carlton &

Secondly, we award & determine y' y® said Rob't Saltonstall, his heires, 
executo"™, (@, shall not be lyable to defray any charge of y® Co'ts expence of 


their time in hear’ y° cause. 


Thirdly, we determine & award yt y® said Rob't Saltonstall shall accept 
of y® said 40? in yt mann" to be paid as above is mentioned, *as full & com- 
pleat satisfaction for all such medowes & upland w% he hath form'ly de- 
manded, & now petitioned for, in y* behalfe of his father, St Rich'd Salton- 
stall, & y* y° said Rob't Saltonstall shall deliy" in all his papers & evidences 
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w he pduced into y® Cotte to be defaced & aiihilated, that any way con- 
cerned the difference between them. And furth", we award, conclude, & de- 
termine, y‘ all actions in respect to the differences above mentioned shall cease, 
& y'neith™ St Rich: Saltonstall, nor Rob't his sonne & agent, shall hence- 
fourth molest or trouble any of y® inhabitants of Watertowne y* now are, or 
hereafter shall be, nor any oth" in their names, by, fro™, or und" them, any or 
eith" of them, in those respects above menédned... In witnes to all y* above-

possession, & therefore do by these sents remise, release, acquit, & discharge 
y® said towne of Wat'towne from all or any claymes or demaunds to any land, 
either upland or medowe, any way due to St Rich: Saltonstall, my fath", & 
accordé to y* pow’ to me given in y‘ respect, pwided I fiudice not my brotht 
Samuels right to any land as a planter or townesman there.

records of y® Co'te, w™ this release, & both their acknowledgm* of binding 
themselues each to oth in 500# to abide & pforme y® award. 

*Upon examination of M** Katherine Clarks petition, & y® matt" thereof, 
this Cote doth conceive y* if it be pved to y* Cotte at Salem y* so much of y* 
inventory as is alleaged doth remaine in specie of her form™ husbands estate, 
y® petition" should have to her owne use 150*, y° 4 yonger children 110*, 
whereof. she to be alowed 40? towards their education, & y* rest to be p* to y® 
said 4 children at y®° age of 21 yeares,-or day of marriage, y* eld’ sonn to 
have 28%, y*® oth" three 14# a peece, y® eldest sonne by his form" wife to have 
20%, y° oth™ 10#, & she y* is married 5*, to be paid win six months next 
following. "i 

It being one cheife piect of yt ould deluder, Satan, to keepe men from 
the knowledge of y*® Scriptures,.as in form" times by keeping y™ in an un- 
knowne tongue, so in these latt™ times by pswading from y® use of tongues, 
y' so at least y* true sence & meaning of y® originall might be clouded by 
false glosses of saint seeming deceivers, y* learning may not be buried in 
y® grave of o* fath™ in y® church & comonwealth, the Lord assisting of 
endeavo's, — 

_ It is therefore ord'ed, yt ev'y towneship in this iurisdiction, aft™ y* Lord 
hath increased y™ to y® number of 50 houshold’, shall then forthw™ appoint 
one w'tin their towne to teach all such children as shall resort to him to 
write & reade, whose wages shall be paid eith" by y® parents or mast" of such 
children, or by y® inhabitants in gen’all, by way of supply, as y° maior pt of 
those yt ord" y® prudentials of y® towne shall appoint ; pvided, those y* send 
their children be not oppressed by paying much more y" they can have y™ 
taught for in oth" townes; & it is furth™ ordered, y* where any towne shall 
increase to y° numbt of 100 families or househould", they shall set up a gramer 
schoole, y® m* thereof being able to instruct youth so farr as they may be fited 
- for y® university, pvided, y* if any towne neglect y® pformance hereof above 
one yeare, y' every such towne shall pay 5? to y® next schoole till they shall 


pforme this order. 
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Forasmuch as y® marshals & oth" officers have complained to this Co'te 
y* they are oftentimes in great doubt how to demeane themselues in y* execu- 
tion of their offices, it is ord’ed, by authority of this Co'te, y* in case of fines 
or asseasm* to be levyed, & upon executions in civill actions, y* offic? shall 
demaund y® same of y® pty, or at his house, or place of usuall abode; & upon 
refusall or non paymt he shall have pow* (calling y® cunstable, if he see cause 
for assistance) to breake open y* dore of any house or place, or of any chest, 
or place where he shall have notice y* any g goods lyable to such levy or execu- 
tion shalbe; & if he be to take y® pson, he may do y® like, if he shall refuse, 
upon demaund, to rend" himselfe ; & w'ey" charges y° offic’ shall necessarily 
be put unto, upon any like occasion, he shall have pow to levy y® same, as he 
doth y® debt, fine, or execution ; & where y° offict shall levy any such goods 
upon execution as cannot be conveyed to y* place wt y* Ptye dwels for whom 
execution shalbe levyed, w‘*out consid"able charge, he shall levy y® said charge 
also wth y® execution; y® like ord* to be observed in levying of fines: pvided, 
y? it shall not be lawfull for such offict to levy any mans necessary beding, 
apparell, tooles, or armes, other implem* of household wt are for y® neces- 
sary upholding of his life; but in such cases he shall levy his land or pson, 
according to lawe ; and in no cas¢ shall y® officer be put to seeke out any mans 
estate *further then his place of abode; but if y* Pty will not discov" his 
goods or lands, y° officer may take his person, . 

And it is also ord'ed & declared, y* if any offict shall do iniury to any by 
colot of his office, in these or any oth" cases, he shalbe lyable, upon complaint 
of y°* party wronged, by action or information, to make full restitution. 

It is ordered by this Co'te, & y* authority thereof, y* any one magistrate 
or comission’, authorished thereunto by y* Gentall Cotte, shall take y® testi- 
mony of any pson of 14 yceares of age, or ab*e, of sound reputation, in any 
cause, civill or criminall, & shall keepe y° same in his owne hands till y* Cote, 
or deliy' it to y® record", or publike notary, or clarke of y°® writs, to be 
recorded, y* so nothing may be altered in it; pvided, yt where any such wit- 
nes shall have his abode win 10 miles of y® Cotte, & there living, & -not 
disabled by sicknes or oth" infirmity, y® said testimony so taken out of Cotte 
shall not be received, or made use of in y® Co'te, except y® witnes be also 


sent, to be furthT examined about it; pvided, y' in all capitall cases all wit- 


neses shalbe fsent. And it is furth ord'ed, by y® authority aforesaid, y* 


any pson suimoned to appeare as a witnes in any ciyill Cotte between pty & 
pty shall not be compellable to travell to y* Cotte or place where he is to give 
his testimony, except he who shall so suiion him shall lay downe or give him 


satisfaction for his travell, & his expence outward & homeward; & for such

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time as he shall spend in attendance in such case, when he is at such Cotte or

& all witnesses in criminall cases shall have suitable satisfaction, to be paid by 


‘y® Treasurer upon warrant fro™ y® Cotte or iudge before whom y® cause was 


tryed. 


For a gentall law, to be observed in all criminall causes, both where y® 
fines are put in certeine, & also where they are oth'wise, it is ordted, by y® 
authority of this Cotte, yt y® charges of witnesses in all such causes shalbe 
borne by y® fticul™ delinquent, & shalbe aded to y* fines imposed, yt so y® 
Treasurer having (upon warrant fro™ y° Co'te or oth" iudge) satisfied such 
witnesses, it may be repaid him w y® fine, yt so y® witnesses may be timely 
satisfied, & y® country not damnified. , 

It is ord"ed, y* y® towne of Linn shall repaire their bridg sufficiently by 
y® 20% of y* 10 sh next, und" y® penalty of ten pounds, & for evty day aftr 
y° 20% of y® 10 xh to pay to y® country 10° p day, & y* Co'te aft™ to estreate 


it to y® audito". 


Upon y° petition of John Dand, it is ordted, y' if he shall tend™ such ac- 


-nowlede™, before or at y® Quart" Co'te, as y® said Co'te, wt® a comittee of y®

deputies, (vizf,) Capt Keayne, Capt Ting, survey" gentall, M™ Jackson, M* 
Browne, M* Glover, & M* Hills, or y® greater pt of y™, shall appve, & give 
sufficient security to y® audito" gen'all for 50*, to be paid into y® Treasurer 
w'tin 6 months now next coming, he shall y" be discharged.

Upon y° petition of Nicho: Davison, for y* 100* due to Ms Glover, it is 


ord'ed y® 100 should be paid him, & when it is paid assurance must be taken

-y® colledge. 


*Whereas at y® Co'te of Assistants, houlden at Boston y* 3° of ye 7 1h, 
1640, an action was brought by Willi: Cole, & Elisa:, his wife, ag* Frané 


‘ Doughty Doughty, deft, for c'teine goods & chattels, supposed to have bene 


dd in trust to y® said pt by y® said deft, Doughty, & one Bridget Doughty, 


according to an indenture of bargaine & sale between y® said ties, bearing 
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date . ,w* indenture was brought into y® said Co"te firme & uncanceled, & 
being pleaded, & all oth" evidence pduced both by y° pt & their advocate, one 
M* Thom: Lechford, an ordinary solicito™ in England, & also by y® said def*t, 
upon a full hearing y® iury found for y® deft, & gave him 10? costs ; & whereas 
at y® same Cotte y® said Frant Doughty brought an action ag* y* said W™ Cole 
& Elisa:, his wife, for uniust molestation, whereupon he desired to have y® 
said indenture dd into y® Cotte & cancelled ; in w™ case y® iury found for

tition’s condition, being a widow, & of no greate estate yt appeares, & espe- 
cially out of their due care to ease all iust greivances, if any such should be

jurisdiction, und" fPtence of marriage, before he hath attained libtty & alow- 
ance fro™ her parents or gov'n™, or, in absence of such, of y* Cotte of y° 


sheité w'in y* mayde doth inhabite, or of & und" y® hand of one ma‘, he 


shall forfeit for y° first offence, 5+; for y* 2* offence toward y* same pty, 10#, 


& to be bound to forbeare any furth™ attempt or pceed’ in y* unlawfull designe 
w'*out or ag*t y° alowance aforesaid ; & for y°"3" offence, (upon information to 
any ma‘e by such parent or gov'n’, being bound to psecute y® pty,) he shalbe 
comitted to prison, & upon hearing by y® next Co'te, shialbe adiudged to con- 
tinue in prison untill y° Co'te of Assistants shall see cause to release him. 

The Cotte thinke fit to graunt M* Knight a reveiw at y® next session of 
y* Co'te in y® first 1h, pvided he put in caution to answ* y* charges of y* Cotte, 


“as in oth’ cases, & give notice to M*™ Rob't Saltonstall, Mr Sellick, & M* Cuts, 


one month before y® said session of this Co'te.

sev'all workes, y* keyes w'of to remaine in y® hand of y® Gov'nt (one), y® Sec-’ 
retary (one), y° Record™ (one), w® shalbe chosen fro™ yeare to yeare; mm w™ 
presse y" shalbe div coberds, for sev'all uses, w supscriptions, for y* more 
ready recourse to any thing conteined yin ; wt presse shalbe kept in some

There being w*"in this iurisdiction many memb* of churches, who, to 
exempt y™selues fro™ all publike service in y® conon wealth, will not come in 
to be made freemen, it is therefore ordered by this Co'te, & y° authority 
thereof, yt all such memb™ of churches in y* sev‘all townes w‘"in this iurisdic- 
tion shall not be exempted from such publike service as they “are chosen to 
by y® freemen of y° sev'all townes, as cunstables, iurers, selectmen, & survey's 
of high wayes; & if any pson shall refuse to serve such office, he shall pay 
for ev'y such refusall, being legally chosen thereunto, such finé as y® towne 
shall impose, not exceed’ 20%, as freemen are liable unto in such cases.

all men may take notice thereof yt are concern’ ytin; pvided, ‘also, in all 
y y’ P iy

Associats are also to sweare, when & where yt are any. 

The lawes being to be put in print, it is meete yt they should be con- 
veniently penned ; y"fore it is desired y* y® comittee for drawing up y® lawes 
wilbe carefull yin, & to y' purpose they have lib"ty to make some change of 
forme, to put in apt words, as occasion shall require, pvided y* sence & mean- 
ing in any law, or pt thereof, be not changed. 

The Cotte having nominated Ensigne Palm", of Charlestowne, Leift 
Mason, of Wat'towne, & Thom: Danforth, of Cambridge, to be authorished 
by comission to set out y® land of Mt Edw Parks in Cambridge, w% hee had 
of Capt Cooke, & make returne thereof to y® next Cote, the commission to 


be to any two of y™, so as Thom: Danfort be one. 


The Oath of y® Publike Notary. 


Yo" sweare, €¢, yt in y® office of a publike notary, to w* yo" have bene 
chosen, yo" shall demeane yo'selfe diligently & faithfully, according to y* duty 
of yor office ; & in all instrum', writings, & acts y' yo" are to give testimony 
unto, w" yo" shalbe required, yo" shall pforme y® same truely & sincerly, 
accord’ to y® nature y'of, wout dely or covin, & yo" shall ent™ & keepe a 


true regist® of all such things as belong to yor office. So help yo" God. 


Forasmuch as there are div's inhabitants in div's townes, who, leaving 
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their sey‘all habitations, &.y™by drawing much of y*® incombe of their estates 
to oth’ townes, & y*by y® ministry is much neglected, it is therefore ord'ed by 
this Cotte, & y® authority thereof, y* from henceforth *all lands, cattell, & 
othr estates, of any kind w‘soey’, shalbe liable to be rated to all comon charges 
wtsoev", eith™ for y® church, towne, or comon weale, in y® same place where 
y° said estate is. 

Forasmuch as y® bounds of townes & of y® lands of pticul™ psons are 
carefully to be maintained, & not w“out greate dang™ be removed by any, w%, 
notw‘standing, by deficiency & decay of markes, may, at unawarrs, be done, 
w'by greate iealousies of psons, troubles in townes, & incumbrances in Co'ts, 
doth oft arise, w°", by due care & meanes, might be fyented, it is ord'ed by 
this Cotte, & y® authority y‘of, y* ev'y towne shall set out their bounds, win 
a twelue month aft™ their bounds are granted, & y* w™ their bounds are once 
set out, once in three yeares, 3 or more psons of a towne, appointed by y® select

The case of y® will of George Abbot, late of Rowly, refered to y* Co'te, 
£é, is refered to y® next Co't at Salem, who have full pow" fro™ y* Co'te to 
heare & determine y® same, w"® all questions incident y'to, both about y® chil- 
drens portions & y° time of paying y™, & all oth” things occuring; & y? ord* 
of y* Cotte to conclude all parties, except y* Co'te shall see cause hereaft™ to 
alter y® same.

The military officers of each company, in any publick meeting or oth’ 
uise in their oune toune, vpon sixe dayes warning, as in case of suMons, or more, 
w'' the advice or consent of such souldje"s as are allowed their votes in choyce 
of their office's, shall, from time to time, appoint the dayes for trayning their 
company’s, so as there be eight dajes appointed for the same euery yeare, & 
none of them to be in the 5" or 6" wh. 351: 126. 

All majestrates, deputjes, office's of Court, elde's & deacons, the president, 
ffellowes, students, & office's of Harvard Colledge, and all proffessed schoole 
masters allowed by any two majestrates, the treasurer, audito™ gene", survejo™ 
gennerall of the armes, (@, publick notarjes, phisitions, chirurgeons allowed by 
two majestrates, maste's of shipps, & othe" vessells aboue twenty tynns, mille's 
& constant heardsmen, & such other as shall by any Court be dischardged, 


eithe’ for bodily infirmity or othe" reasonable cause, shall be exempt from 
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ordinary traynings, watchings, & wardings, but not their sonns or servants, saue 
one se*vant of eily majestrate allowed exemption. ; 

And the son’ & household servants of the majo" generall for the time 
being shall be exercised by his owne order, & not otheruise compellable to 
attend y°® ordinary trajnings. 

But all those persons exempt (except magis" & teaching elde's) shallbe 
prouided of armes as other men are, 

Euery souldje® ljsted in any trajned band, hauing taken the oath of resi- 
dents, & euery freeman, though not so ljsted, shall haue his vote in nomination 
of military officers of y° company or toune ; prouided they be freemen whereof 
he is. 315. 

And euery capt, leift, & ensigne, so nominated, is to be presented to the 
next County Court, to be allowed, ¢¢. No. 315. 

If any person, who is by law to provide armes & afinition, & cannot 
purchase them by such meanes as he hath, shall bring to the clarke so much 
corne or othet merchantable goods as, by the apprizement of s‘ clarke & two 
othe's of the company, whereof one to be chosen by the party, shall be ad- 
judged of greater value, by a fifth part, then such armes or annition, he shallbe 
excused of the peenalty for want of armes, but not for non appearance, {@, vntill 
he be prouided ; & the clarke shall endeavou" to furnish him, so soone as may 
be, by sale of such goods depossited, rendring the party the ouer plus. 470. 

But if any person shall not be able to provide himselfe armes & affinition 
through meere pouerty, if he be single & vnd* thirty yeares of age, he shallbe 
putt to service by some; if he be marrjed, or aboue thirty, the constable shall 
prouide him armes, é, & shall appointe him w' whome to earne it out. 

No muscquet shallbe allowed for servjce vnder bastard musket bore, & not 
yndet three foote nine inches in length, nor any peece aboug fowe" foote three 
inches; & euery.such souldjer is to be furnished w a primng wyer, worme, 
& scoure® fitted to y® bore of his musket. 606. Vpon any military expedition, 
vpon occasion of an enniemy, all smiths & other workemen are to attend the 
repayringe of arme® & other necessarjes, & may not refuse such pay as the 
country affords, (521,) vpon pajne of fiue pounds for euery such neglect ; at 
othe times, more then tenn dayes, to forfeite for euery such offence ten 
shillings. 

The surveyo’ gennerall hath power to sell any of the common armes 
where he see’ occasion. 

Euery toune w shall haue any armes or aiivnition belonging to y* com- 


mon store of the toune, shall provide a mee* place to keepe the same in, & 


-ghall safely pteserve the same, vpon 10° for euery weekes default. 193. 
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*The military officers of euery company in such places, at such times as 
they shall app"hend danger from an ennemy, shall haue power to orde* the 
souldje"s of their companjes what armes to bring to the meeting houses, at y° 
times of the publick assembljes, & to take course for y® securing y® armes of 
remote farmes. 543. 

In euery company some yndet office’ shallbe appointed by the cheife 
comand", to excercise such children as, by their paren’ or maste™ allowance, 
shall resort to the traynings. 591. 

In times of danger, the watches & wards shall be set by the military 
office's, in such places as they shall judge most convenient, (447 ;) & if any 
man shall shoote of a gun after such watch is sett, excep’ in case of allowance, 
he shall forfeit 40°. 612. 

The distinct dischardge of 3 muskets, or the continued beate of y°® 
drumn, or y® fyring of a beacon, or discharge of a peece of ordinance, or any 
one of these in the night, or the sending of a messenger on purpose to give 
notice of an ennemy at hand, shall be accounted a gennerall alarum, w* euery 
trayned souldjer is to take imediately, on pajne of fiue pound. Besides the 
genrll alarum, there shallbe a speciall alarum for y® toune’, viz': one musket 
dischardged, w each sentinell shall answer by going to the houses in his 
quarte’s, & crying, Arme, arme ; & if the danger appeare, the cheife officer may 
eithe™ strengthen their quarters or give a gennerall alarum, & they may set 
their sentinells or courts of guard where they shall judge most conuenient ; 
& ypon certejne intelligence of an ennemy at one toune, the coniande’s of the 
3 next tounes shall repajre thither w' a sufficient company, according to the 
intelligence given them of the ennemjes strength. 521. 

The 3 cheif office's of euery company, or any two of them, shall haue 
powe’ to punish such souldje's as shall commit any disorde™ or contemp* ypon 
any trayning day or time of military excercises, or vpon any watch or ward, 
by stocks, bilboes, or other ysuall military punishment, or by fine not exceed- 
ing 20%, or may comitt such offendo™ to the constable, to be carried before some 
magistrate, who may binde him ‘ouer to the next Court, if the cause shall so 
require. 8520. 

It belongeth to the place of the Gofino® for the time being to be gennetall 
of all the military forces; but where occasion of service shallbe against an 
ennemy, the genne’all court or standing council may appoint some other to y* 
office, vntil the forces raysed shall be disbanded. 315. 

The law made the 14 of the 34 mo., 1645, & the 12 of the 6 mo., 
1645, Ne 598 & 599, together w'" this present law, to stand in force, & all 
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other gennerall lawes & orde™ concerning military affajres are henceforth re- 
pealed. The constables watch to be refferred to title constables. 

In ordinary times, when no dange™ appeares, the watch shallbe set by y* 
constables in the seuerall tounes, from halfe howe* after sunset to halfe an

trates, being of able body, or of estate sufficient to haue another, w™ any of 
the magistrates shall haue powe* to judg of, shallbe Ijable to watch im person, 
or some other able person, when he shallbe therevnto required by the constable 
of the toune ; and all persons of the family, whether son‘, servan®, or sojourne™, 
are included in this law ; or if any shall refuse or neglect to watch according 
to this law, the constable shall present his name to one of the next magistrates, 
& if upon due conviction he cannot give a sufficient excuse, the same magis- 
trate shall give a warrant to the constable to levy 5° by distresse, €@, for euery 
default, to be implojed for the vse of the watch, & recompence besides to the 
constables, & such other for their time, £6, as shallbe necessarily implojed 
therein, 

Euery toune shall haue alwayes a watch house convenient for that ser- 
vice, except the meeting house stand so-as it may serve in stead thereof, vpon 
penalty of 10° a weeke for default thereof. 

All other orde's, touching the constables watches, are repealled, associats 
& farmes to stand as by other lawes. 

It is ordered by this Court, that Woronoko, vpon Connectico* Rjver, w*in 
ys jurisdiction, shallbe & be reputed as a part of y® toune of Springfeild, & 
ljable to all charges there as other pts of the same toune ; vntill errecting some 
otht plantation more convenient, it shallbe thought fitt by y* Court to annex 
it to such new plantation.

It is ordered by this Co'te, that all the land on the east side of Coiietecot 
Ryver, from the towne of Spiingfeild downe to the warehouse w“ they for- 
merly built there, shall belong to the towne of Springfeild, for the Psent & 
during the pleasure of the Cotte, & twenty poles below the warehouse. 

It is ordered, that the first Cotte in Norfolke shall be kept the last third 
day of the 24 month, at Salsberry, & to have the same magistrates that keepe 
Cotte at Dover, & in the meane while liberty to choose their coffiissioners, & 
to take their oathes before the same magistrates. 

It is ordered, by the authority of this Corte, that Maior Danfiel] Denison,

1. Yo" shall first informe yo'selues, & consid™ how the intrud*s into that 
plac® (& thereabouts) do stand affected in regard of the pticulers in this case 
mentioned, vizS: wheth™ they do gentally incline to make satisfaction, or to 
psist in maintaining what they have done, or wheth™ Weekes, or some pticuler 
psons, onely do psist. 

2. That yo" demaund of them to expresse their answere by one or two, 
in the name of the rest. 

3. That yo" be carefull to act ioyntly, that yo" may be able to give the 
fuller testimony about the pceedings on eith™ part, & to take the Arnolds w™ 
yo", as yo" shall see occasion.

hold" as are resident win this iurisdiction, M* Winthrop shalbe paid, after 
the next harvest, so many bushels of sheate, or of other corne & wheate, to 
the value of wheate, yet so as the one halfe of it be in wheate certeine, upon 
the delivery of so many bushels of good white salt at Boston, Charles Towne, 
Salem, Ipswich, & Salsberry, to be received & paid for by the comiission™ for

or put aboard any ship or vessell, to the end the same should be transported 
to any forraigne pts, any sort of corne aforementioned, upon paine of forfeit- 
ing for ev'y bushell of corne so transported, put a board, or sould, contrary to 
the intent of this order, 20°, one halfe to the publike tresury, & the other 
halfe to the informer; pvided, that this order shall not extend to any corne or 
graine w“, win one month last past, was, or hereafter shalbe, brought into this 
jurisdiction, by way of marchandize, nor to any corne now in the hands of 
any pson, or his assignes, w™, by former contract, made here, or in England, 
or else where, bona fide, is to be deliv'ed to any pson or vessell, to be trans- 
ported ; but that ev"y such pson may transport all such corn, any thing in this 
order to the contrary notwstanding. This ord" to be forthw** published in 
Boston, Charles Towne, & so in all other townes of this iurisdiction. 

In consideration of Nathani: Newgate his youth, & the respect w" may 
be given to his well deserving parents, & in regard that he hath paid 10* to 


the Indians who accused him, & 20° he is to pay Frané Smith, for his charges 
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spent in discoving the offence, the remainder of his fine is abated to forty 
shillings. 

The Cotte, on a full hearing & examination of all the evidences in the 
case between Willi: Paine, of Ipswich, in an action of appeale, pt, against Capt 
Frant Champernoone, defend*, iudge & determine that Willi: Paine is legally 
possessed of the 4 oxen, & the execution on them was legally served; & there- 
fore order, that Capt Champernoone should pay W™ Paine 4.

Francis Smith, of Reading, hath leave to draw wine, for the refreshing 
of travelers & others, he paying excise, as the law law in that case hath 
pvided. 

_ Comission is given to Mt Symonds to administ’ the oath of Assistant to 
Mr Saltonstall, & to return it to the Secretary. 

In answere to the petition of John Dand, the Co'te conceive it meete (on 
his acknowledgment hereto annexed, w* if God had bene pleased to bow his 
spirit formerly, & have yeilded to, or volentarily made, as now he doth) that 
he should be freed from his imprisonment, & his fine is readily remitted him, 
to manifest the Corts ready inclination to shew all due incuragment to delin- 
quents to confes their erro"s, & acknowledg the iustice of the Co'ts pceed®, 
rather then put any to such temptation as should eith™ dishonot God or wound 
their owne consciences, by hardening of them selves in their evill courses. 

The Co'te hath agreed that 3000 acres of land shalbe granted to M* John 
Winthrop, Iunior, of the Pequot land, at Paquatuck, neere to the Narraganset 
country: pvided, that if he set not up a considerable salt worke, — we meane 
to make one hundred tunn p @ of salt, between the two capes of Massachusets 
Bay, w'"in three yeares now next coming,—then this graunt to be voyde ; 
pvided also, that the said land fall w**in the division of the part of the Pequod 
country belonging to this iurisdiction, pvided y*® 3000 acres be layd out 
togeth™ in one place, & the form" agreem* wt him in the countryes behalfe is 
hereby repealed. 

In answere to the request of M* John Wilson, pasto" of the church of 
Boston, & Edw Rawson, of Newberry, to whom this Co't form'ly granted 
1500 acres in the Pequod country, the Co'te doth thinke it mecte to have 
their 1500 acres layd out next & adioyning to the 3000 acres granted to M* 
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John Winthrope, at Pacatuck, neer the Narraganset country, togetht also; or 
in case M* Winthrop performe not the condition, w respect to the time 
limited, that then the 150[0] acres of the said John Wilson & Edw? Rawson 
shalbe of the said 3000 acres granted to the said Mt John Winthrop. 

Mr Samu: Symonds is granted 500 acres of land in the Pequot country, 
next adioyning to Mt Wilson & M* Rawson: pvided it be of such land as 
falls to ot pportion. 

The Cotte desire the course w hath bene taken in England for discov'y 
of witches, by watching them a certeine time. It is ord'ed, that the best & 
surest way may forthw‘ be put in practice, to begin this night if it may be, 
being the 18* of the 34 xh, & that the husband may be confined to a private 
roome, & be also then watched. 

For due incuragment of any inhabitant that shall have or find any kind 
of mines whatsoey’, in any of their owne pprieties, this Co’te thinke it meete 
to declare, that the whole benefit of such mines whatsoev" are due & belong 
to such pprieto™ of land wherein such mines shalbe found, to them & their 
heires forever, as any part of their lands, mineries, ¢, are, paying onely y* 4 pt 
of gold & silver, according to o” patent, & no more. 

George Dill, upon his owne & his wifes petition, is abated his forfeiture 
of 100%, upon y® payment of 8?, in ready mony, to the surveyer gentall, or 
2 barrels of powder. 

*Mr Samu: Dudley, Capt" Wiggen, & Robt Clements, have comission to 


keepe Cotte in :that county, according to ord" of Cotte; & Mt Dudly hath 
comission to give oath to the 3 comission’s for small causes in the sevtall 


townes in the said county of Norfolke. 

It is ordered, that the same magistrates that keepe Co’te at Dover should 
be desired to keepe Co'te at Salsberry & Hampton this yeare ensuing. 

Mr Carleton, Frané Parote, & Mathew Boyse, being lawfully chosen, by 
the freemen of Rowly, to end small causes according to law, are confirmed 
therein. 

Phineas Fiske, of Wennam, is alowed licence to draw wine there for 
this yeare ensuing. 

Edward Faulkner, of Andiver, is granted licence to sell wine there, pay- 
ing to the treasury: for what he drawes, as others do. 

The Cotte doth approve so farr of this bill, as if Hugh Gullison have his 
pportionable pt out of the custome of wines, wt? W™ Philips, to the charge 
of the dyet expended by them, w* relation to this Cotte: pyided the 508, 
granted for powder, be first deducted, the Cotte conceiveing that lust. 

The Courte did consent that Samu: Gorton, now a shipboard, upon the 
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request of the Earle of Warwick, hath one full weeke after the date hereof 
alowed him, for the transportation of himselfe & his goods through o° iuris- 
diction, to the place of his dweling, he demeaning himselfe inoffencively, 
according to the contents of the said FKarles letter ; & that the marshall, or 
some other, be appointed to shew him a coppy of this order, or to fix it to the 
maine mast of the ship, in w" he is.

Whereas Hugh Gullison, of Boston, was lately sued at a Quarter Co'te 
for 2 buts of wine, w% he had in his hand of Rob't Knight, due to the coun- 
try for customes of wines, & was cast in the action, & paid 11* more then the 
said Rob't Knight, m*chant, will alow him, its therefore ordered by the author- 
ity of this Co'te, that the said Hugh Gullison shall have the foresaid 11+ repaid 
him againe by the audito™ upon account, together wt such charge as he was 
adiudged to pay by the Quarter Co'te ; & the auditor shall have liberty to 
take a due co'se in law for the recoy"y of the same of the foresaid Rob't 
Knight. | 

It is ord'ed, that the serieant maiors of evty regim’ shall forthwith list all 
such psons for troopers (to be und" their comaund) as shall willingly give in 
their names, to serve on horse back, who shall be bound five or six dayes of 
exercise every yeare, at such times & places as the maior or the leift of the 
troop shall appoint, und" y® penalty of 5° for every default, to be distrained 
by the clarke of the troope, who shall be sworne to levy all forfeits for non 
appearance & defects of armes, as the clarks of the foote companies are; & 
all trotupers shall be furnished w horse, bridle, & saddle sufficient, wt sword 
belt, & a case of pistols, w holst*s or a carbine in a belt, (at the appointm' 
of the maior, & to be alowed by him,) w” one pound of powder & 20 bul- 
lets, or otherwise *to forfeite 10° for every defect, unles the maior see cause 
to mitti[gate] or respit y°® fine ; & it is also ordered, that all other defects or 
delinquenc[ies] of the troupers, in the time of their exercise & while they are 
- under commaund, shall be punishable by the two cheife officers of the troupe, 
& distrained by the clarke, as they are in their foote companies ; & no trouper 
once listed shall have liberty to wdraw himselfe from service w‘*out the 
alowance of the maior, but shalbe alwayes ready to attend all service, he 
shall be comaunded by authority ; & for the incuragment of this service this 


Co'te doth grant to every trouper that is or shalbe furnished as is expssed in 
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this order, 1. Exemption from training in all foote companies & cunstables 
watches ;. 

2. Freedome from rates for pson & horse ; 

3. Free conionage for their horse in any of y® townes comons where he 
inhabits, & in any comon where they are exercised during the time of their 
exercise ; 4. Five shillings yearly, to be paid him by y® Treasurer ; 

5. Liberty to choose a leiftenant & other inferio™ officers ; 


6. His horse shall not be pressed to any other service ; 


7. Free ferriage to & from their places of exercise or service, w shall | 


be part of the rent of those ferries w°* pay rent to the country ; but such 
as pay no rent shall be paid this rent by the country for the space of three 
yeares onely, except the Co’te shall further confirme it. 

Upon certeine information given to this Gentall Co'te that there is no 
ferry kept over Naponset Ryver, between Dorchestt & Braintree, whereby all 
that are to passe that way are forced to head the river, to the great preiudice 
of townes that are in those parts, & that there appeares no man that will 
keepe it, unlesse he may be accomodated wt house, land, & a boate, at the 
charge of the country, its therefore ordered, by the authority of this Cotte, 
that Mt John Glover shall, & hereby hath full: power given him, eith™ to 
graunt it to any pson or psons for the tearme of seayen yeares, so it be not 
any way chargable to the country, or else.to take it himselfe, & his heires, as 
his owne inheritance forever ; pvided, that it be kept in such a place, & at 


such a price, as may be most conyenient for the country & pleasing to the 
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- It is ordered by the whole Courte, that the Treasurer, M* Russell, Capt 
Keayne, & James Penn shall take order to returne 50% to M* Winslow, at 
London, & to have pow’ to engage the country for the same, & for such inter- 
est as they shall agree upon ; & the same to be satisfied out of the next rate, 
in such townes, & in such payment, (brought in by the said rate,) as them- 
selves shall make choyce of ; & this is over & above the 50+ formerly assigned 
him by M* Treasurer. 

It is ordered by this Cotte, that the audito™ gentall & Capt Ting shall 
take the Treasurers account once ev'y yeare, & Psent the same to this Cote 
the first session of the Courte of Elections yearely, & that they shall take the 


account of the fPsent Treasurer for the time past before the next session of 


this Psent Co'te, that so it may appeare, from time to time, what is in the 


treasury, or what we are indebted. It is also ordered, that the comission" for 
the rates in every sheire shall, wt"in one month after their sheire meeting, send 


into the audito’ gen"all a true transcript of the rates of the sev'all townes 
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w‘tin such sheire, who shall deliv" them over to the Treasurer to be collect, as 
by the former order for that end established. . 

*The Governo", Deputy Goy'n", M* Bellingham, M* Hibbens, Mt Symonds, 
Capt Hathorne, Capt Keayne, Capt Atherton, the Survey’ Gentall, & M* Jack- 
son are appointed a comittee to ioyne to puse the articles of ot confederation 
w' the United Colonies, as also the acts that have passed the comission™ w*t 
may seeme eith™ to confound y*® pow" of ot Gentall Co'te, or so interfere wt" it 
as may in a short time prove not onely fiuditiall, but exceedingly uncomfort-

It is ordered, that John Scot shall serve his m™ so long time, when his 
time shall come forth, as shalbe well worth 35°, or satisfy his said m*, Lau- 


rence Southwick, otherwise. 
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Upon the petition of the towne of Salsberry, the Cotte conceive it meete 
that the little iland in Merrimack be reserved for the countryes use, & the 
greater iland to be given to the towne of Salsberry, reserving a sufficient high 
way for passage of men & cattle, & that the towne may have liberty to keepe 
a ferry on their side. 

M: Auditot & M* Hill to examine the lawes now at presse, & to see if 
any materiall law be not put in or mentioned in the table as being of force, & 
to. make supply of them. 

In answere to the two petitions of Mary & Willi: Pond, we conceive 
that if administration be not already taken, that forthw it be, as also an 
inventory pduced to the next Q’ter or County Co'te, that so the estate may be 
settleed so as may be for the comfort & peace of the widow & children.

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try, & may make a good supply in short time towards the cloathing thereof 
if they were carefully preserved, and for as much as all places are not fit [or] 
conyenient for that end, it is therefore ordered, that [hence]forth it shall be 
lawfull for any man to keepe sheope in [any] comion, be it for cowes, oxen, Ce} 
belonging to the towne where he lives, or where at that time he may have 
right [to] comon, & that wout any limitation in comons not stinted ; & in 


such comions that are stinted it shall be lawfull for any inhabitant to keepe 


any or all his ppor[tion] in sheope, accounting five sheope to one great beast 5, 


and it is further ordered, that if any pson shall co[urse] w' a dog, or other- 
wise molest such sheope by driving *from their feeding, he shall pay five 
shillings for ev'y offence, besides double damages ; & if any dog shall kill any 
sheope, the owner shall either hang his dog forthwith or pay double damages 
for the sheope; if the dog hath bene seene to course or bite any sheope 
before, not being set on, & his owner hath had notice thereof, then he shall 
both hang his dog & pay for the sheope ; if in such case he refuse to hang his 
dog, then the cunstable of the said towne shall forthwith cause it to be done.

It is ordered, & by the authority of this Courte enacted, that every 
inhabitant, English or Indian, within this iurisdiction, that shall kill any 
wolfe or wolues, makeing good pufe to the cunstables of the towne where 
such wolfe is killed, bringing of their heads, w*" the cunstable is to bury, if 
any English shall kill any, he shall be alowed thirty shillings at the least by 
the cunstable of such townes for the time being, ten shilling whereof the 
Treasurer, in the next levy that issues out of that towne to the country, he 
shall alow to the cunstable ; & for every Indian that shall kill any wolfe shall 
be alowed twenty shillings, ten shillings whereof shalbe alowed by the Treas- 
urer, as before, back againe to the cunstable, as aforesaid.

It is therefore ordered by this Courte, that the Secretary shall give comis- 
sion to Capt Thomas Wiggen & M* George Smith to send for such persons as 
they shall have notice to be able to testify in the said cause, & to take their 
testimonies upon oath, & certify the same to the Secretary so soone as may be, 
that further pceeding may be therein, as the cause shall require.

yeare to yeare, for their licenses & liberties to sell wine, & imposition layd 
thereof, the full sume of one hundred & sixty pound p annum, currant pay, 
to be paid by the vintners aforesaid unto the Treasurer for the time being, the 
one halfe at the expiration of six months next ensuing, & the other halfe at a 
yeares end, & so to continue the payment of the aforesaid sume of 160? in the 
forme before expressed, for the tearme of five yeares now next following, they 
seling wines at such rates as they are now sould for. Also, its further ordered, 
that no pson or psons whatsoever, inhabiting w'"in the townes above men- 
tioned, shall from henceforth have any liberty to sell any wine by retaile: but 
such as are already licensed, untill the tearme of five yeares be expired, the 
said vintners shall give bond to the Treasurer, wherein they shalbe bound, 
ioyntly & severally, for the true payment of the 160+ yearely, according to the 
said order of composition; & Capt Keayne & James *Penn are chosen a 
comittee to confirme o' graunt to the vintn's, after the Co'te is broken up, if 
need of any further & more be desired. Dated 27 8 ah, 1648. 

Whereas a composition hath bene made between this Psent Co'te & the 
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vintn's licensed to retaile wines in the townes of Boston & Charles Towne, for 
five yeares to come, by w* the said vintners are to pay yearely to the treasury 
one hundred & sixty pound, as by the order of composition appeares, — 

Now, for the better enabling of the said vintn’s to pay the said composi- 
tion, & that neither they nor the country may be wronged by other persons 
retailing wines without license, or any satisfaction to the publike, — 

It is ordered by this Cotte, that, for the better recovery of the peenalty 
imposed upon such offenders by the former lawe, & for the better discovery of 
the same, it shall be lawfull to the said vintners of Boston & Charles Towne’ 
to choose two mecte psons, one for Boston & the other for Charles Towne, 
who, being alowed under the hand of any two of the magistrates, shall have 
power from time to time to enter into the houses of all such psons in the said 
townes as they shall suspect to retayle wines contrary to lawe, & to warne such 
psons as they shall find there drinking, or lately to have drunke wine there, to 
go forthw® before some ma‘, to be examined upon oath concerning the same, 
& upon due testimony, such mat shall send for the pson so found to have 
retailed any wine, & bind him over (w* sureties, if he see cause) to the next 
Cotte, there to be pceeded wt" according to lawe, &, being found guilty, the 
said penalty of five pound, by law appointed, shall forthwith be levyed, with- 
out any remission or mittigation. And upon information given to any ma’ 
at any time, by either of the said psons.so alowed to search, or by any of the 
said vintn's, of any psons so retailing wine, contrary to law, & of any persons 
who are supposed to be able to testify thereof, such ma** shall send for such 
pson & witnesses, & pceed therein, as before. 

It is ordered, that all sorts of corne which shall be paid in the country 
rate shalbe paid at these rates & prizes following, videlicet: wheate and barly 
at five shillings p bushell ; rye & pease at foure shillings p bushell; Indian at 
three shillings p bushell. This order shall not concerne the prizes of any 
corne other then what is paid in for rates. 

*Whereas M* Rebecca Hall, of Salsberry, Pferred a petition to this hon- 
oted Cotte, for the confirmation of the sale of some lands left her by her hus- 
band, deceased, & this hono"ed Co'te refered the answere thereof to the Co'te 
at Hampton, w® she being ignorant of, & therefore nothing was done, humbly 
desires that the answere to her former petition may be answered at the next 
Cotte at Salsberry. 

Upon the petition of Edmond Mores, that this Cotte would be pleased 
(on the condition of the paym' of the sume agreed upon to the executo's & 
overseers of John Lowle, deceased, or such of them as the Corte shall approve,

The Answere of the Cote concerning Cambridge Petition, & the Castle. 


The last order of Cotte, concerning the Castle, about three yeares since, 730- 
appointed a garrison of twenty men in sumer & tenn men in winter, besides Castle. 
the captaine & gunner, w*" charges amounteth to two hundred & eighty 
pounds p @, at eighty pound sallery for the capt & gunner, & twelue pound 
p @ for the souldiers ; one hundred & fiftye to be paid by the country, the 
remainder by the five townes, viz}, Boston, fifty-two pounds ; Roxberry, fif- 
teen pound twelue shillings; Dorchester, twenty pound; Cambridge, twenty 
pounds ; Charles Towne, twenty pound: but we are informed, that by reason 
of the small alowance to souldiers, the Castle hath seldome or never bene sup- 
plied wt" the full number before mentioned, & many times w unmeete & 
unserviceable men, &, however the townes are willing to continue the former 
contributions, according *to their pportions, yet are not able to supply men, [*216.] 
according to their first undertaking, without inlarging their contributions, w 
would be too heavy a burthen, at least to some of them; we therefore thinke 
that a garrison of tenn men a weeke, from the 10 of the 24 month till the 
10 of the 8 month, & six men a weeke in the other six months, may be 
sufficient ; pvided, that upon an alarum given by the Castle, viz!, by shoot- 
ing of two great guns, & fireing a beacon, & hoysing & lowering the flag, or 
any two of the said signes, the councell of the comion wealth, or in their 
absence the Govern’, or any ma‘, or in their absence the cheife millitary 
officer then in Boston, shall forthwt" send forty men, sufficiently armed, ¢é@, for 
defence of the said Castle, till further order be taken. And to the end that 
the Castle may be constantly furnished w" the aforesaid garrison of ten men 
in the sumer & six men in the wint", we thinke meete that every souldier 
shall have alowed him eight shillings a weeke, & such as cannot be hued by 
the captaine of the Castle, for the said alowance of 8* p weeke, he, the said 
captaine, shall have power, by warrant from the Governot for the time being, 


- or any two ma‘, to presse mecte men for the aforesaid service, & the capt 
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shall take care to employ the said souldiers foure houres in a day, either in * 


repairing or ading to the fortification of the said iland, as in his discretion he 
shall thinke meete. 

And whereas there wilbe in this way about forty pound p @ charges 
lessened, we conceive it meete that Cambridge shalbe abated five pound six~ 
teen shillings p @, Roxberry twenty-foure bushels of Indian. corne, the 
country to have the benefit of the rest, w*h will be neere thirty pound p @, 
the other three townes continuing their former contributions. 

The Co'te doth thinke that the millitary officers & souldiers should have 
all due incuragment in the pformance of their offices & services, as well as 
some relaxations of their paines & charges, & therefore have agreed that the 
regiment under Maior Gibons shall meete & exercise together the next “yeare, 
that under Maior Sedgwick the next yeare after, & that regiment under Maior 
Denison the third yeare, so that every yeare one regiment onely shall so meete 
& exercise together, & that every yeare, that regiment that shall so meete & 
exercise, the maior thereof for the time being shall have twenty pound alowed 
him out of the treasury, to defray his charges. 

Upon the petition of Linn, for an yearly contribution toward their bridge, 
the Court doth consent to alow them thirty shillings p @ towards the mainte- 
nance of it. 

Upon the petition of Mistick side\men, it is ordered, that Thomas Line, 
Iunior, & M® Joseph Hill shall be ioyned w the former comittee to take a 
new survey of the most convenient place for the way from Reding to Winnet- 
semet, & to make certificate of their apPhensions thereabout. 

Upon the petition of Capt Rob't Keayne, Mr Rich"d Browne, & M* 
Rich'd Parker, for power to veiw & lay out their severall pportions of land, 
& according as their lotts fell, in some place w"out the bounds of Dedham 
line, if it be there to be had, & Edward Jackson, wt" some other surveyer that 
they can get, to lay out the same. 

“'The lands formerly granted to Capt Keayne, (for himselfe & those whose 
lands he purchased,) M* Rich: Browne, M Parker, Willi: Denison, Willi: 
Parke, & John Johnson, are ordered to be layd out in the place whereabouts 
the bridge should be built, over Ipswich Ryver, between Andover & Reding, 
they offering, at their owne charge, fsently to build the bridge, if no farmes 
be layd out thereupon already ; if there should, the country should be freed, & 
the own's of the land should be lyable to build the bridge. 

Upon the petition of Harbert Pelham, Es, he haveing put in fifty pound 


adventure in the comon stocke, & M* Walgrave as much, the Co'te doth grant 
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Mr: Pelham 400 acres of land for himselfe, & 400 acres for the heires or as- 
signes of Mt Thom: Walgrave. 

Upon the petition of Boston, for two faires in the yeare, they are granted 
them, the one to be the first third day of the third month, & the other the 
first third day of the 8" month, to continue for two or three dayes together. 

To the petition of M™ Elisa: Cole it is answered, *this petitioner haveing 
received a satisfactory answere, upon her former petition, for the restoreing 
her said deed to its due force & efficacy, w*" her selfe acknowledgeth, this 
Co*te hath no more to do, especially the petition" not haveing used any 
indeayo® to reape the benefit of the said order, by psecuting upon her said 
deed, as shee ought & pretended to do; & whereas she fptends the absence of 
her brother, Frané Doughty, €¢, this Co’te will indeavo" to pcure his returne 
to Boston, to answere her, (é, if she will put in good security to pay such 


charges & damages as shall be iudged against her, if the cause, upon hearing, 


‘shall passe against her. 


Whereas it is found by experience, that a greate quantity of wine is spent, 
& much thereof abused to excesse of drinking & unto drunkennes it selfe, not- 
w'tstanding all the hoalsome lawes pvided & published for the fPventing there- 
of, w® tendeth much to the dishono™ of God, the discredit of the gospell, to 
the shame of the country, & much offencive to all godly people amongst 
o’selues, & such as are in confederation w* us, & much to be feared, if not 
speedily Pvented, it will bring some stroake of Gods heavy hand upon us, it is 
therefore ordered, that if any pson, who is by this Co'te alowed to sell wine or 
beere, shall, from this time forward, conceale in his house any pson that shall 
be found drunken, & shall not forthw pcure a cunstable, whereby such a 


drunken: pson may be’brought before some ma, to the end he may receive 


-condigne punishm*, in the interim the said vintner or drawer of beere to stay 


the pson untill the cunstable shall come; & in case the vintner or drawer of 
beere shall not forthwith attend the execution of this order, he shall forfeit to 
the use of the country five pound for every such default. And hereby it is 
declared that the power of each ma*** is further ratified, & their utmost care 
therein is further desired, that as oft as they see meete, to comaund a cunstable 
to accompany them, by day or by night, to enter into any taverne or victualing 
house to search out any such disorders as aforesaid, & finding any such pson or 
or psons, to imprison them, or put them into the stocks, according as he shall 
see cause. 

Upon the petition of Stephen Fosditch, that his land may be disingaged 
five pounds, being otherwise well satisfied, w is granted.

them, This they are to have the tearme of foure yeares. 

Upon the petition of the inhabitants of Limn, the Co*te doth returne 
this answere : Tt doth conceive, according to that *w® the lawe interprets, 
that by publike rates, taxes, @é, are ment rates, levies, or asseasm® of the 
comion wealth, & not of towne or church.

Rawson to adyance so hopefull a designe as 
the makeing of salt peter win this iurisdiction, who for that end & purpose 
hath disbursed certein monyes, to his great losse & damage, Psented to us at 
large in his petition deliv'ed into this fpsent Co'te, have therefore, in consid'a- 
tion of the fPmises, & answere to his said petition, given & granted to him & 
his heires 500 aé of land at Pequot, to be layd out by the appointm' of the 
Co'te, as also five pound, to be paid him out of the treasury. 

Whereas, by sad expience, it is found very burthensome unto this Co'te 
that many petitions of inconsidtable concernmt are in ev"y Co'te Psented, w*® 
occasion much expence of time, & tend greatly to the exhausting the estate 
of the country, — 

It is hereby ordered, that all petitions w% are of a comon & ordinary na- 
ture, the petition" shall, on the deliv"y thereof, pay unto the secretary or clarke 
where the same shall be deliv"ed two shillings six pence for each petition. 

And all petitions for abatements of fines or mittigation *of offences shall 
pay unto the secretary or clarke, on delivery thereof, ten shillings; & all 
petitions for gratuities shall pay, as in former mannt is expssed, ten shillings ; 
& all petitions that concerne controversies betwixt pson & pson, towne & 
towne, shall pay tenn shillings ; & also all petitions for debts betwixte pty & 
pty, brought from Quarter Co'ts, or that concerne appeales, shall pay ten

Joséph Armitage is agreed w'* for this yeare for liberty to sell wine, for 
twenty nobles. — 

The townes of Dorchester & Hull, being defective in sending in their 
comission™, & furnishing them w* sufficient instructions for makeing the 
country rate, their fines, *specified in the order concerning rates, are abated 
unto five,shillings a towne. 

The townes of Braintree & Hingham, being defective in sending in their 
comission® for making their country rate, their fines, specified in the order 
concerning rates, are abated to fortye shillings a peecé. 

In the case of Mistick bridge, M™ Davison being sent for, the evidence he 


can give being heard & examined, w‘* the records of the Gen'all Cotte, it 
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appeares, that though the Generall Co'te hath engaged for an exemption of 
rates for that yeare, & finish the same on their charge, w" accordingly hath 
bene pformed, but it appeares not in the least that the Generall Cote did 
engage to the repairing thereof, the Co'te, being satisfied w™ the records, do 
order, that the said Mistick bridge henceforth shall not, by the country, any 
way be repaired, & that the passage for travellers shall be over the foarde wt 
is above the bridg*; & further, for the Pventing future charges about bridges & 
high wayes, it is ordered, that all bridges & highwayes, in the limitts of. the 
severall towneships, that now are or hereafter shalbe made by the severall 
townes, in whose limits such bridges & highwayes are, be by them repaired, 
made, & maintained.

For answere to Pumhoms petition, it is ord"ed, that when the season shall 
be fiting, comission's shalbe sent to heare & examine the matters of this peti- 
tion, & to make certificate thereof, so as the Co"te may pceed to determine the 
same according to iustice, w°' is the rather to be done because the other pty 
have complained to the comission™ lately of great iniuries & damages sustained

them; & if any thing aft*wards appeares, we shall referr it to the coMission™, 
at their meeting in the 7™ 2. 

In answere to a letter of Randoll Holding, for liberty to come into ot 
lurisdiction, & to take of the sentence of banishment in effect, the Co'te, in 
puseing his lett", sees no reason nor argum’ to moye the Co'te to take of the 
censure inflicted iustly on him by this Co'te, nor do they see any Piudice that 
may accrew to him, hee being at liberty to impve any atturny for himselfe, 
who may expect all due iustice amongst us, as any of o* owne iurisdiction.

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The Co'te hath chosen Capt Bridges to ioyne wtt M* Symonds to receive 
M* Dumers account of M" Nelsons estate, left in his hands by a letter of 
atturny, by reason that M” Saltonstall cannot attend to do it, in regard of his 
intended voyage. 

Dedham is granted so eel land, both meadow & upland, on the west- 
ern bounds of them, beyond the ryyer, so as they erect a village there win 
one yeare fro™ the 22 8" i; & that Capt Keayne, M* Jackson, & the survey" 
gentall lay it out at any time, Dedham giving them a weeks warning. 

The Co'te granteth Capt Keayne, M™ Rich'd Browne, Mt Rich: Parker 
their request, Capt Keayne to ha’ one thousand seaventy foure acres, Rich: 
Browne to ha’ two hundred acres, Rich: Parker foure hundred thirty six 
acres; to ha’ them layd out next to the village granted to Dedham. 

At the request of Wooburne, the Co'te doth grant liberty & pow to 
Leift Johnson to ioyne such in marriage there as shall be published ‘there, ac- 
cord , to lawe, for a yeare. - 

It is ord"ed by this Co"te, that Ralph Woodward shall have pow" to 
marry all such psons at Hingham as shall be lawfully published there, accord- 
ing to ord’, till the next Gen"all Co'te. 

Upon the petition of Margaret, late wife of John Stoniard, she is granted 
pow’ to sell & dispose of the house & lands, for y® paym’ of her husbands 
debts, & her owne comfortable pvision in this time of her weaknes. 

- Upon the petition of Neweberry, this Co'te thinketh meete to give & 
grant Plum Iland to Ipswich, Rowly, & Newberry, viz!: Ipsw*® to ha’ two 
parts, Neweberry two fits, & Rowly to ha’ one fifth pt. 

Upon the petition of Ralph Roote, & Sara, his daughter, for y® land 
estated upon her by Edw* Whitfeild, in Reding, w™ land we ha’ sould to 
Thom : Taylo", of Wat'towne, w bargaine & sale is by this Co'te confirmed. 

Mary Oliv® is left to y* law, unlesse shee put in sufficient security win 
one month to remove out of this iurisdiction. 

Upon the petition of Samu: Plum’, peas of Newberry, for to ha’ 
24 p passing", for their transportion, w*" is granted. 

Upon the petition of John Dayne, the house & land w? was W™ Cham- 
b's is settleed upon y°® said Dayne, he haveing paid more debts of Chamb's 
then y® house & land was worth, & also brought up y*® children of Chandler, 
w have bene chargable to him. 

Capt Clarke is granted his bill of charges of foure pounds six shillings 
agst John Partridge, ‘w‘ Capt Partridg bound himselfe to pforme in 20! 

M: Edw* Rawson haveing resigned up his 500 acres of land form'ly 


granted him in it of recompence of his damage sustained about y® salt peeter, 
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the Cotte have thought meete to alow him thirty pounds, in full satisfaction, 
whereof the five pound form'ly granted is accounted a part. 

The inhabitants of a towne w*tin this iurisdiction, at their first siting downe, 
did gentally agree to set a part a certeine fell of land, to the value of about 20 
acres, lying between the salt marsh & the low water marke, for the use of the 
whole towne, to be impved for thatch! houses, the want whereof is very preiu- 
ditiall to the towne, since w% time this honoted Gentall Co'te, by an order of

ceive the Courts orde* doth not disaiull the orde* of the toune, preceding it. 

It is ordered, that, by this Court, & the authority thereof, that the Court 
dayes for the county of Midlesex be the first third day of the second mone‘ 
and the first third day of the eighth moneth. 

It is ordered, that Edmond Bendall, the officer appointed to gather & 
receive the custome of all goods imported into our jurisdiction from Plimou™, 
Connecticot; & Newhauen, & exported from any part thither, for his due & 
better encouragement to see to the execution of that order, shall haue one 
fowe'th part of such customes for a recompence for his service there ; and 
heereby he is & shallbe impowred to call any ayde or assistance, for the per- 
formance thereof, as the officer to receive the customes of wines is. Edward 


Bendall shall haue that allowance, for the service of one yeare to come. 


Edward Bendalls Oath. 


Whereas yo", Edward Bendall, are chosen customer for the yeare ensu- 
ing, yor doe heere sweare, by the euer ljving God, that yo” will, from time to 
time, faithfully execute you" best abilitjes, according to the order of customes, 
for all such goods as are jmported & exported, belonging to Plymouth, Con- 
necticot, & New Hauen, and to give in a true account to the audito™ gennerall 


wtin three moneth’, from time to time. So help yo God. 


It is ordered, that the Tresure’ doe forthwith pay & sattisfy M* John 
Allen one hundred & thirty pounds, in the best & soonest pay that comes in to 
the Tresury out of this levy, for the hundred pounds payd M* Winslow. 

It is ordered, that Salisbury shall be & heereby is accounted by this 
Court the shier toune for the county of Norfolke, till this Court shall take fur- 


ther ordet there abou®. 
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It is ordered, that in cases wherein there hath bein difference the Gen- 
nerall Court should heare the case together, & determine the case by y* majo" 
vote. 

The Court, well weighing that by Gods blessing this country & the oc- 
casions thereof much to multiply & increase, & that the multiplication of the 
choyce of office's on the election day may quickly grow to such a numbe* as may 
proove burthensomg to be attended to the seuerall tounes, and therefore desier 
that it may be commended to the seuerall tounes of this jurisdiction’ consid- 
eration, whithe™ the Secretary were not to be left to the Gennerall Courts 
choyce, whose honno® is principally concerned therein, then to be chosen by the 
people, houeti that *they referr it the next Court of Election to the Gennerall 
Court for the next yeare, & so on tryall for the yeare, which if they approove 
not of, they may reassume the election thereof to themselues if they please. 

Whereas a booke hath bene presented to this Cour', intituled a Platforme 
of Church-Discipline out of the Word of God, €é@, being the result of what 
the synod did in their assembling, 1647, at Cambridge, for the consideration 
& acceptance, the Court doth conceive it meet to be comended to the judicious 
& pious consideration of the seuerall churches w'tin this jurisdiction, desiring a 
returne from them at the next Geiill Court how farr its suiteable to their judg- 
men & approbations, before this Court proceed any furthe" therein. 

Whereas divers yeares since Willjam Wilson, who was but the marshalls 
deputy, did comonly make a deputy to se"ve attachmen*, executions, (¢, there 
being no law then against it, but eithe™ conniued at or not taken notice of by 
the Cour’, which may occasion much trouble and dispute in seuerall Courts 
concerning the legallity of such proceedings, in case of complaint thereof by 
any persons, it is therefore heereby ordered, that all sumons, attachmen"s, execu- 
tions, levying of fines, €¢, performed by such person, so deputed before the 
law that prohibbits the marshalls deputy to make a deputy, shall be valid and 
good as if the marshall or his deputy had don the same, where the proceeding 
in othe" respect hath bene legall & just. 

Whereas vpon information given to this Court by those tounes remote 
from Boston, & other tounes where Courts are kept, that no respect hath bene 
had to the numbe" of persons inhabitting in each toune in the issuing out of 
warrants for jury men to se"ve at Courts, whereby some tounes are eased & 
oth™s are burdened, for the prevention whereof it is ordered, that from hence- 
forth the clark or secretary of each Cowt w*"in this jurisdiction shall, in all 
their warran’s for jurymen, haue respect to the numbe of the inhabitan’ of 
each toune, & accordingly shall issue out their warrants that all occasions of 


complain in this kind may be remooued. And it is further ordered, that 
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whereas there hath bene fowe' Quarter Cour‘ held at Boston im euery; that 
from hencforth there shall be but two only, viz, that in the first moneth and 
that in the seventh mon‘, & the orde® that injoynes fowe™ Quarter Courts ina 
yeare is in that respect repealed ; provided, that it shallbe in the powe® of the 
Gofinot (or in default of the Gotino™ the Deputy Gotino*) to call a Court for 
the tryall of any person in capital cases, that so justice be not deferred, no* 


the country chardged. 


*The Court, finding by experience the great benefit that doth redound to | 


the country by putting of the law in print, doe conceive it very requisit that 
those lawes also that haue passed the consent of the Gennerall Court since the 
pooke of lawes were in printing or printed should be forthwith comitted to 
the presse, and for that end appoint Richard Bellingham, Es@, Mt Nowell, 
M: Auditot Gennerall, Capt Keayne, & M* Hill, or any three of them, a 
coiittee for to prepare them against the Court of Election, that, vpon appro- 
bation of the retourn of the comittee, they also may be printed, as also there- 
with to prepare those lawes referred to in the end of the printed lawes, w™ 
a suitable table, to be printed. 

It is ordered, that the prizes of all sorts of graine for this yeare, out of 
any of which the inhabitan* of this jurisdiction may sattisfy the country levy, 
shall be, wheate, at fiue shillings, barly at fiue shillings six pence ; pease & 
rje, foure shillings ; Indian corne, three shillings. 

It is ordered by this Court, that euery victualler or ordinary tav'ner shall 
alwayes, after the first of March- next, be prouided of good and wholesome 
beare, for the enterteinment of strainge's, who, for want thereof, are necessi- 
tated to too much needless expence in wine ; and whateuer ordinary victualler 
or taverne® shall not be prouided from time to time of good, wholesome beare, 
for the entertemmen* of strangers, & for the prevention of other needless 
expenses, they shall forfeite for the first offence forty shillings, & for the 
second offence they shall forfeite their licences. 

Forasmuch as the orde'ly choyce of Assistants yearely is of great con- 
cernment, and with all care & circumspection to be attended, it is therefore 
ordered by this Court & the authority thereof, that the constables of each 
toune w*tin this jurisdiction shall call together their freemen some day in the 
last week of the ninth moneth, yearely, to give in their votes, in distinct 
pape’s, for such persons, being freemen and residant in this jurisdiction, as 
well the magistrates in present being as othe's, as. they desire to haue chosen 
Assistants at the next Court of Election, not exceeding the numbe" of twenty, 
& that no freeman shall put in aboue one vote for one person, vnde" the 


penalty of tenn pounds for euery offence ; and the sajd freemen to meet, or 
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the majo" part of them, shall then & there appoint one to carry their votes 
sealed vp vnto their sheire tounes vpon the last fowe'th day in the weeke in 
the first moneth following, at twelue of the clocke, from time to tyme ; which 
persons so assembled for each toune shall choose one comissionet for each 
sheire to carry them to Boston the second third day of the seccond moneth, 
there to be opened in the presence of one or two majestrates, if they be in 
toune; if otherwise, by those fowe™ persons that brought them; & those 
eighteene that haue most votes shall be the *men, and they only, which shall 


be nominated at the Court of Election for Assistants as aforesajd ; and the 
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comissione™ of each sheire shall forthwith signify to the constables of their - 


seuerall tounes within their sheire, in writting, vnder their hands, the names 
of those twenty ; and as any haue more votes then other, so shall they be 
nominated, except su of those twenty who haue bene magistrates the yeare 
before, who shall haue precedency of all othe's in nomination, on the day of 
election ; and if any person intrusted in this orde® shall fajle in the discharging 
of their trust, they shall forfeite tenn pounds ; and the printed law for elec- 
tions in page 21, bearing date 1647, is heereby repealled. 

Whereas it is found, by two often experience, that, some men dying and 
making wills, the sajd wills are concealled, & not prooved & recorded, &, 
othe's dying intestate, no adfiistration is sought for nor granted, and yet, in 
either case, the wiues, children, kindred, or freinds of the deceased, or some 
othe", doe enter vpon the lands, & possess themselues of the goods, of the sajd 
deceased, & the same are many times sould or wasted, before any credito™ to 
whom the decease was jndebted know of whom to demand, or how to recouer, 
their just debts, for prevention of such vynjust & fraudulent dealings, — 

It is therefore ordered & enacted, by the authority of this Court, that if 
any executo", knowing thereof, shall not, at the next Court of that county, w%? 
shall be about thirty dayes after the decease of the party, after the publication 
of this orde", make probate of any will heeretofore made of any deceased 
party, or shall not cause the same to be recorded by the recorde® of the county 


where the said deceased dwelt, or shall not, win the same time, take adffiis- 


tration, if none hath binn already granted, of such goods as he hath or shall 


medle w'*all of any party formerly deceased; or if any person or persons 
shall heereafter alljene or imbezill any lands or goods before they haue recorded 
the will of the deceased, or taken administration, or brought in a true inven- 
tory of all the knowne lands, goods, & debts of any such person, euery such 
person shall respectively be’ ljable to be sued, & shall be bound to pay all such 
debts as the deceased party owed, whither the estate of the deceased party 


were sufficient to discharge the same or not; and shall also forfeit to the

wills. 


Admistration 
to be granted, 
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comonwealth so many suimes of fiue pounds as shall happen to be moneth* 
between the next Court, as aforesajd, of that jurisdiction, after the time of the 


death of the deceased party, & the prooving of such will, or taking of such © 


adffiistration. And if any *party shall renounce his executo’ship, or that none 
of the kindred or freinds of the deceased person who shall dye jntestate shall 
secke for adffiistration of such persons estate, then this Court orde™ & enacts, 


‘that the clarke of the writts of such toune where any such person shall dye 


shall, w*in one moneth after his decease, give notice to the Court of that, 
county to which such toune doth belong of such renouncing of executo*ship, 
or not seeking for adfitistration, that so the Court may take such orde* therein 
as they shall thinke meete, who shall allow such clarke due recompence for 
his pajnes. And if any such clarke shall fajle heerin, he shall forfeite twenty 
shillings for euery moneth of his so fayling, vntill he shall haue fullfilled 
the same. 

It is ordered, that the Tresure™ pay, or cause to be payd, the suime of 
thirty two pounds fowe'teen shillings to the su'vejo™ genne"all, or James Penn, 
who are engaged for the payment of the same to the workemen that wrought 
at the prison; this to be pajd out of the first corne that can be collected in 
these rates; & because they are engaged to pay thirteen pounds ten shillings 
in money, the T'resure® is desired eithe™ to disburse the money, or deliuer vnto 
them so much of the best sort of corne as may procure so much money, that 
so they may be enabled to sattisfy their engagements for the country. 

Whereas the survejo" genne"all & James Penn are jntreated to treate w™ 
some merchants for the procuring of two hundred pounds worth of poud", it 
is hereby ordered & declared, that what euer contract or agreement the sajd 
partjes shall make w' any merchant for the end aforesajd, the Genne"all Court 
are engaged to make good, in all particcular’.
